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COMMON SGHOOL REPORT. 


GENERAL OBSERVATIONS. 


What the Law Requires.—Sections 27 and 28, Common School 
Law, provide that the Superintendent of Public Instruction 
shall report biennially, on or before the meeting of the General 
Assembly, on the following points :’ 

1. The condition, progress and prospects of the Common 
Schools. 

2. The amount and condition of the school fund. 

3. How its revenues for the two previous years have been dis- 
tributed. 

4. The amount produced and disbursed for Common School 
purposes from local taxation or other sources, and how and for 
what the same was expended. 

5. An abstract of the county superintendents’s reports, the 
practical working of the Common School system of the State, 
with suggestions as to any alterations it may require. 

6. Such other facts, statistics and information as may be 
deemed of interest to be Known. 

7. The objects, methods of admission, and other general in- 
formation concerning the institutions for the blind, the deaf 
and dumb, and the feeble-minded. 

Character of the Present School Law.—In considering the 
**condition, progress and prospects of the Common Schools,’’ 
it may be remarked that the present law is what it purports to 
be, ‘‘An act to establish and maintain throughout the State of 
Kentucky a uniform system of Common Schools in accordance 
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with the Constitution.’? Under its express and constructive 
provisions an organization is assured that will be not only 
symmetrical and consistent, but adapted to present needs and 
promotive of normal development. It will operate to increase 
interest ; to provoke discussion; to give shape to plans that 
depend for both conception and execution upon the spirit of 
the people and the activity of their local authorities ; to a more 
intelligent appreciation of popular education and a juster esti- 
mate of the means provided by the State, leading to a wise and 
efiicient use of such means, and to real proyress oniall educa- 
tional lines. It is not asserted that the code is faultless as far 
as it goes, or that nothing more in the way of legislative enact- 
ment is essential to the attainment of the greatest possible 


‘benefit from the public system, but, as intimated above, the 


effect of what we have will induce activities that will bring: 
about naturally such legislation as will remove obstructions and 
create new forces. 

What the Public School System Comprises.—The Common 
School System of Kentucky embraces, in its largest sense, not. 
only the city and district schools reporting directly to the Su- 
perintendent of Public Instruction and receiving their propor- 
tion of the State Fund on his warrants, but the charitable 
institutions supported by the State, which he is required to 
report biennially, and the two schools which stand at the head 
of the Common Schools for the children of the two races 
respectively, and which are supported in part by the State, 
namely, the Agricultural and Mechanical College, at Lexing- 
ton, and the State Normal School for Colored Persons, at 
Frankfort. It has been customary for the reports of these lat- 
ter also to constitute a part of the Biennial Report of this office, 
and they are embraced in this work. These reports need no — 
elaborate notice here, as they set forth with clearness and par- 
ticularity the character and condition of these leading and im- 
portant institutions, and the great opportunities which they 

offer to the young men and women of the Commonwealth, to 
whom the range of instruction is wide, the tuition free, and the 
cost of living reduced to the minimum. From them our teach- 
ing forcefreceives annually many recruits, well-instructed, well- 
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disciplined, and having that special trainingfin pedagogics which 
is coming more and more to be demanded. 

It will be noted that the Agricultural and Mechanical,College, 
or the State College, as it is more familiarly known, partakes 
largely of the character of the best modern universities, to which 
rank it must eventually attain, and to whose various depart- 
ments or colleges the young people of the Commonwealth may 
confidently look for superior training, in both general and 
special lines. 

Under the Constitution, requiring the classification of our 
cities, the General Assembly of 1891-92-93 provided for six 
classes, with a charter for the government of each class; and 
the charters of the first four classes have special provisions for 
public schools, the other two falling under those of the general 
school laws. The reports of these follow in order those of the 
State schools, each embracing the facts relative to both their 
white and their colored schools. 

1. Cities having public school provisions in their charters. 
are: (a) Of the first class, one ; (0) second class, three; (c) third 
class, five; (d) fourth class, twenty-three. Many of these are 
reported herein. Some are not yet organized under the new 
provisions. 

2. In cities and counties the public schools number between 
eight and nine thousand under the local supervision of city and 
county superintendents. 

3. The teachers employed in these schools, regularly and 
occasionally, number approximately nine thousand five hun- 
dred. | 

School Funds Annually Disbursed—Increase of Per Capita, 
Hitc.—The average annual State Fund disbursed in cities and 
counties for the two years ended June 30, 1895, was 2,043,996. 

At the close of Smith’s administration, in 1871, the per capita 
had increased from 72 cents, at which he found it, in 1867, to 
$2, although nearly 35,000 had been added to the census returns 
during the four years. The 15 cent tax which he had suc- 
ceeded in obtaining for these schoo!s was now beginning to be 
realized ; but owing to shifting conditions, the per capita was. 
for the next eleven years variable, sometimes falling below $2 
(white and colored added), till in 1883, when as full prevision. 
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for the education of the colored children as for the whites was 
made—the per capita being equalized. It then stood at $1.30. 
From that time until 1891 there was an almost constant yearly 
increase of ten or fifteen cents. For the two years ended June 
30, 1893, the increase averaged thirty cents annually, owing for 
the most part to conditions noted above. 

For the two years covered by this report, June 380, 1893, to 
<June 30, 1895, there was a slight decrease, owing to reduction 
of tax rate made by the Legislature of 1891-92-93, and to a 
largely increased census return. The remarkable increase of 
per capita during the past twenty-four years will be more 
striking if considered in connection with the fact that the 
census returns of 1871 showed but 389,836 pupil children, while 
' those of 1898 reached 706,288, an increase of 316,452, or nearly 
45 per cent. The present State Fund would have given to the 
pupil children of 1871 more than $7 each. The State Fund for 
that year, though almost double that of 1869, would have given 
for the present year, 1893-94, a per capita of $1.09, or 28 per 
cent. of what it is. From all this it will be seen that the 
resources of the School Fund have much more than Kept pace 
with the growing popuJation and immensely larger returns of 
pupil children. 

Character of the System.—Having given some of the more 
ostensible facts as to condition and progress, let us glance 
briefly at the system as it is shown to exist: 

Apparently much, indeed most, of what the active friends of 
popular education have been contending for as to organization 
and State aid has been secured. The system is so comprehen- 
sive and symmetrical as to present the appearance of having 
that,close organic connection of schools of all grades, from that 
of the ordinary district to the State College, for which the Swiss 
plan is so much commended. Harmonious working is assured ; 
and so liberal are its provisions that it not only places within 
the reach of every child a common school education, but con- 
templates graded free schools in every county, which shall afford 
to all within their districts higher and more thorough training, 
and give to those in districts not so favored this opportunity at 
the smallest reasonable cost, schools supplying the place of 
what has been much, insisted on, a central high school for cer- 
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tain prescribed territory. In the cities, excellent organizations 
are established and maintained in part by the State, in part by 
municipal tax, that give adequate instruction, generally for ten 
months in the year, through all the grades from kindergarten 
beginning to preparation for college. As far as organization is 
concerned, it is good, and has in itself the capacity of adjust- 
ment to growing needs; and it will be found sufficient when the 
people breathe into every member of it that may now seem 
sluggish that breath of life which gives an added importance, 
activity and tone to whatever Kentuckians consider distinct- 
ively their own. 

When we look at existing conditions, and note the instru- 
mentalities at work, the influence of which must be healthful 
and tie results cumulative, we find much to give hope and 
confidence. It is iterated and reiterated, from year to year, 
that even wholesome laws and excellent organization depend 
for execution and effectiveness upon an enlightened (and, in a 
measure, organized) public sentiment. The late Constitutional 
Convention and the Legislatures that have met in biennial 
session may be cited as evidences that public sentiment is not 
at fault on the great question of educating the masses. The 
law makers may be presumed to reflect the sentiment of the 
people from whose ranks, and from daily contact with whom, 
they come. A review of the work of the Convention, and of 
the General Assembly from time to time, with a just estimate 
of the spirit manifested, will show that conservative but still 
progressive measures in educational matters are not only favored, 
but favored in such a marked degree that opposition is reduced 
to the minimum, and scarcely commands attention. That con- 
servatism which is hesitant, and not infrequently seems lagging 
behind an awakened and expectant constituency, has not been 
found in Kentucky to cause loss of ground, however much it 
may delay movements that seem essential; if our growth has 
been slow, it has at least been sound; and whatever disaffection 
as to the efficiency of the system of pnblic schools may be 
found is but the precursor of agitation that is to result in 
advance, not destruction—not even injury. 

I think it well to repeat here what was said in my previous

Biennial Report of some of the important enactments of the 
General Assembly of 1891-92-93: 

Ll. Uniform Term Provided For.—Of new conditions already 
established and in process of establishment may be mentioned 
that which insures io every district at least a five-month school, 
and makes good the claim put forth in the enacting clause of 
the law. It puts away that injustice which has leng been per- 
petrated upon thousands of. children in the State—the curtailing 
of their school term one and two months because they were un- 
fortunately resident of small districts. 

Ll. Grading the Schools.—Another, and one that will even- 
tuate in benefits hardly to be established, is that mandatory 
provision of the Act of July 6, 1893, requiring. the grading 
- of all the public schools. The State Board of Education an- 
ticipating this, had formulated a systematic course of study, 
with suggestive daily programme of study and recitation, and 
a one-year Register corresponding, to supply temporarily the 
place of the four-year Grade Book now required by law. 
With the opening of the schools for the year 1893-94, some 
thousands of teachers evinced their intelligence, their sense 
of obligation to execute the law, and a true teacher’s genu- 
ine appreciation of the importance of the step, by reduc- 
ing to practice the plan outlined. The schools have thus,. 
at this writing, begun their transformation from a species. 
of chaos to order; from haphazard to system; from the reign 
of whim (that make a hobby of grammar or arithmntic or geo- 
graphy, and consigned to almost utter neglect the other 
branches) to methodical attention to every subject and conse- 
quent symmetrical training ; from the necessity of beginning 
the school every year without the chart and compass that only 
the preceding year’s record and results could furnish; from 
shilly-shally to steadiness and continuity—in short, from a no- 
classification system that induced bad habits of study, and 
brought poor results in the way of teaching and training, to one 
that will at least insure to every child his due meed of attention ; 
to every branch its modicum of time, and to every school the 
indispensable educative influence of orderly proceeding. The 
entorcement of this law will have a most potent effect in improv- 
ing the teaching force of the State—not alone by enabling the 
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worthy and capable to recommend themselves by achieving © 
far better result, but by disposing of two classes of bad work- 
men. The incompetents can not properly grade a school and 
maintain it in that condition, even were it possible for the State 
Board to provide a scheme, which ought to be followed to the 
letter under all circumstances. The power of acting judiciously 
on a suggestion and taking into account such circumstances as 
forbid a literal adherence to the model is wanting to the undis- 
ciplined mind. Those whoare ‘‘wiser in their own conceit than 
seven men who can render a reason’”’ will not try. Under the 
law, the places of these two orders of teachers will soon be for- 
feit. ° 

ITI, County Teachers’ Association.—Section 146 of the 
School Law makes this association a distinct part of the county 
organization, with obligations of meeting, discussion, etc., and 
it must prove a very valuable factor in the advancement of 
educational interests. Not only will teachers profit by the3e 
meetings, and so improve their work, but the people will be led 
by them to understand the relative value of those in charge of 
their schools, as evinced by their fidelity to the daty enjoined 
by law, and the spirit and ability manifested in dealing with 
the quéstions to be considered. If so conducted as to bring the 
citizens of the respective communities together, a widespread 
interest in all matters pertaining to schools will result, and 
questions of needs and ways and means will be discussed every- 
where. For getting the attention of the people and enlisting 
their active support, no better means could be devised. 

Another step in the interests of progress must not be over- 
looked. Sections 148 and 149 provide that each county shall 
have . 

LIV. A Teachers’ Library.—Under a system like ours, where 
it is the exception and not the rule for the county schools to be 
supplied with trained teachers, this is especially important. A 
County Library, judiciously selected, will be a valuable depos- 
itory of knowledge and culture to those who have the spirit of 
their calling, but whose means are limited; and it will furnish 
a touchstone by which county boards and parents may discover 
those in whom is no thirst of knowledge and nv ambition to do 
well the work which they propose to take upon themselves, 
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V. Kindergarten Work and Manual Training.—A most. 
significant indication that our teachers and school officers are so 
progressive as to be studious of principles and methods, and 
wisely cognizant of the demands of the times, is the ever in- 
creasing attention paid to kindergarten and manual training 
work. Note the reports from cities, and you will find that 
these features are being introduced into the public schools, 
equipment provided, and very admirable work done. In the 
true kindergarten are found rational beginnings in both mind. 
and hand training ; and the manual training schools and depart- 
ments of schools supplement the ordirary course by imparting 
a knowledge of materials, cultivating a sense of proportion and. 
symmetry, and giving an acquaintance with tools with a certain 
skill in handling them, all of which is not only in a high degree 
educative, but may prove of immense practical value to even 
others than those who choose the vocation of a handicraftsman.. 
It is, of course, impracticable to introduce these distinctive 
features into the common district schools where the teaching 
force is limited, as a rule, to one person; but in most city 
schools, and those graded free schools provided for in sections. 
1C0 to 180, School Law, the plan is feasible, and it would Bhs 
to them very marked additional importance. % 

While much is to be said, and vastly more to be aot in the 
matter of training men and women for the vocation of teacher,. 
that the State may have always at command ten or twelve thou- 
sand efficient professionals to take charge of the vital work of 
educating her pupil children, I advert brieflly to recent legal 
enactments which tend to the improvement of those who from 
year to year assume this function, whether temporarily or as a. 
permanent-business. These provisions are important, and they 
may be summarized as follows: 

1. The payment of teachers according to grade of certificate. 

2. The limiting of third class certificates to a single issue. 

3. The requirement that all schools shall be graded. 

4, The increasing difficulty in the way of obtaining certifi- 
cates. The law is exacting, and county boards fare growing 
more and more disposed.to rule firmly and justly. 

5. The prohibiting of the more immature from’obtaining cer- 


tificates. 
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body can teach school,” and the accompanying misconception 
of the purpose for which the State contributes to each dis- 
trict a certain amount of money annually. It is evidently 
looked upon in the light of a bonus for some individual, in- 
stead of a means for the teaching and training of all the pupil 
children, and the question that first suggests itself is: Who 
shall have it? not, How shall it be used, in order that these 
children may reap from it the greatest possible benefit? With 
a view to securing the prize, applicants for the school appear, 
and a canvass begins for the purpose of electing a trustee whose 
vote in the board will determine the contest ; means are resorted 
to that ought to shame even an unscrupulous politician; dissen- 
Sions are engendered that bring evil to the school, by whomso- 
ever secured ; and the winner of the five-months’ employment 
and the State’s contribution is usually some one akin to the 
successful candidate for trustee, or, at any rate, one who isa 
favorite of at least two of the members, and this is not on the 
ground of intellectual qualification or eminent moral and ad- 
ministrative fitness, but of mere personal preference. To pen- 
sion upon the State School Fund a host of poor relatives or 
other needy people who are unfitted to succeed in other callings, 
is charity run mad. Ofcourse, if kinspeople and needy friends 
are educated (which implies that they are disciplined), ener- 
getic, of exemplary lives, and ambitious to do well whatever 
they do, their employment is praiseworthy ; but the complaint 
comes from every quarter that this is the exception and not 
the rule. 

It becomes more and more evident year by year that the 
power to contract with teachers ought to be logded in a County 
Board of Education, of which the county superintendent 
should be chairman, while the immediate oversight of each 
school should be intrusted to a patron, who is a free-holder in 
the district. The great responsiblity that would devolve upon 
_ this board would awaken the whole people of the county to the 
importance of choosing as members their best men, and the 
removal of this body as far as possible from special local influ- 
ence would result, it seems to me, in a thoughtful and more or 
less impartial consideration of the claims of all applicants and 
the employment of the fittest. There are now thousands of 

II 
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good teachers in Kentucky—men and women not only mentally 
well furnished, but imbued with the spirit of their calling, 
and the number is slowly but steadily increasing. To them, all 
honor; but to the teacher ‘‘ for revenue only,’’ away with him! 
And may we soon come to feel that his like shall be known 
among us no more forever. With a board of capable, consci- 
entious, and public spirited men, to make deliberate choice of 
the best that offers, there would come that recognition of merit 
which would encourage the intellectual and ambitious to fit 
themselves professionally, and the schools would shortly show 
results for which thoughtful and patriotic citizens have hereto- 
fore hardly dared to hope. 

I do not venture to give a plan in detail. My object is to 
indicate a great need, and to leave to the wisdom of the General 
Assembly the work of formulating one which will be practicable 
and effective. A scheme of this purport was introduced and 
ably championed by Senator Salyer in the Legislature of 1894, 
and that or something similar may now find favor. 

IT. Teachers’ Training Schools.—I need not dwell upon the 
importance of these. Senator Stewart’s bill providing for a 
vote of the people on the question of levying a half cent tax 
for the purpose of establishing and maintaining an adequate 
number, was introduced in the Legislature of 1891-2-3, and 
again in that of 1894. It was an admirable measure, and was 
advocated with great ability by gentlemen who had made a 
diligent study of our educational system, and were deeply 
impressed with the idea that the best facilities for professional 
training were demanded by the then existing conditions—were 
indeed indispensable to the growth and efficiency of the system. 
Irrefutable argument was met by an ad captandum outcry 
against increased taxation, when the simple proposition was, — 
as the Constitution provides, that the people be allowed to say 
whether they would tax themselves this additional mite for the . 
purpose of carrying outa great public measure. Clearly falla- 
cious as it was, however, it was sufficient to defeat the bill at 
both sessions, and Kentucky is thus still lagging behind most 
of the States in the Union in a matter that is of prime consider- 
ation. 

The Federal Government early established, and still maintains 
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- at great cost, a school for the professional training of those who 
are to lead our armies, and another for the making of skillful 
naval officers. Many States quickly followed this indication of 
a wise public policy by making preparation for efficiently train- 
ing, at the general expense, those who were to fashion the 
minds and characters of their citizens, and thus contribute in 
the most effective way to the perpetuation of such free institu- 
tions as are worth defending ; and now these schools constitute 
what is regarded as an absolutely indispensable feature of their 
school systems. 

I have most respectfully to repeat to your honorable body 
- what I have all the time urged in opposition to those who have 
opposed the measure under consideration: If the question is 
submitted to the people, it will be discussed throughout the 
length and breadth of the Commonwealth, and they will pass 
upon it intelligently. We can trust the people. 

Ill. County Taxation.—One of the most lamentable defects 
in our system of popular education is the shortness of the school 
term. In the strictly rural districts the children are in the 
common schools twenty weeks annually. There are exceptions; 
but this is the rule. Even those, then, who are by reason of 
tender age unfitted to contribute anything to the family support 
are for thirty-two weeks each year without public instruction. 
Depending too much upon the State, parents are either indiffer- 
ent as to continuing the schools by private contribution or un- 
able todo so. Thousands are really financially able. 

There is little probability that State taxation for educating 
the children will ever be increased. It is argued with much 
plausibility that it ought not to be—that the State’s contribu- 
tion of more than two millions annually discourages local effort. 
Some States that boast of excellent systems and maintain 
schools materially longer than ours have a much similar State 
per capita. They are compelled to resort to local taxation in 
order to provide for terms of reasonable length. The effect of 
this is seen in the spirit of their people. They feel that the 
business of educating their children is chiefly their own, and 
they take a more lively interest in that which costs them more 
than the modicum of tax which goes to constitute the revenues 
of the State. They are more critical in their inquiries as to 
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the fitness of those teachers for whose salaries they are, in a 
measure, personally responsible. 

The people of each county should provide the means for 
lengthening the State term at least two months. They will not 
do this by districts for which provisions are made in the School 
Law (sections 93 to 99, inclusive.) Local taxation by districts, 
subject to the will of the people, is a failure. Thousands of 
districts are unable; many more thousands are unwilling, being 
satisfied with the State provision. There are many counties in 
which are no few districts that can not build and furnish a 
fairly comfortable and commodious school-house by levying a 
four-year tax to the extreme limit of the law. 

There is extreme need, if we would have the State fund 
‘accomplish uniform good, that destitute districts have suitable 
houses, properly furnished, and that every district have at least 
a six-month term, which should be extended to seven months as 
soon as it is practicable to do so without a burdensome tax or 
the employing of cheap and weak teachers. | 

I can not too earnestly beg of the General Assembly to con- 
sider, with more than usual patience and care, the matter of 
county taxation. The measure for which I ask is not one to im- — 
pose a tax, but to untie the hands of the people and loosen the 
tongues of the broad-minded educators and philanthropists 
that are to be found in every county, who are now dumb, be- 
cause our law-makers have not yet seen fit to authorize their 
people to say, in a county capacity, whether they are willing to 
contribute somewhat to enhancing greatly the value of all their 
schools, and make it possible for districts that are really finan- 
cially very weak to receive sufficient supplemeatal aid to pro- 
vide such accommodations for their children as will enable them 
to get the good of the State’s contribution. In counties where 
a tax was formerly voted under special act, a small per cent. 
was devoted to building and repairing. 

Of course it will be long before every county will avail itself 
of this power; but in the matter of local taxation by vote, the 
people themselves need educating, and if you confer upon them 
the power to have the question passed upon in any year, there 
will be an awakening that will call for investigation and bring 
about discussion, pro and con, and the consequent agitation will 
eventuate in benefit to the whole body of our citizens. 
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We can not too jealously guard our scheme of popular educa- 
tion, nor too earnestly insist that it shall be made thoroughly 
effective. ‘* Knowledge is power,’’ and in proportion as we fail 
to vouchsafe to the masses an opportunity for a fair education, 
we tend to class distiactions, which are odious in a republic. 
Power is aggressive, though often insensibly so, and the igno- 
rant are weak, though armed with the bailot, so that they are 
at the mercy of those who are aac disciplined, and made 
intellectually strong. 

IV. County Hxaminations.—The foregoing are the amend- 
ments and additions on which I especially insist ; but there are 
minor ones that should not be lost sight of. Under the present 
law there are twelve county examinations yearly. This imposes 
. work upon county superintendents at times when their atten- 
tion could far more profitably be given to other official duties, 
and at least four of these are to no good purpose whatever. 
Besides, they greatly increase the expense which the State 
Department must incur in sending out questions. The two 
examinations for applicants for certificates for graduation in a 
common school may well be left as they are (see section 8, 
School Law); but the ten examinations of applicants for 
teachers’ certificates should be reduced to six—one of which, 
for whites, should be held on the third Friday and Saturday in 
June; the second on the third Friday and Saturday in July, 
and the third on the third Friday and Saturday in August—the 
colored examinations coming a week later in each case. 

An examination of the law as to manner of sending out 
packages of printed questions involves an unreasonable expense 
for postage—the amount required for the seven occasions of 
supplying every county being annually from four to five hun- 
dred dollars. I have to recommend that the law provide for 
sending these packages to all the counties possible by express. 
Eighty-seven counties can be expeditiously reached in this way 
at less than half the amount required for sending all by regis- 
tered mail. 

V. Tax for Incidental Hxpenses.—Section 80 should be so 
amended as to tax for the incidental expenses of a school every 
person in the district having a child or children of school age. — 
Yo levy this upon those persons only who have children attend- 
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ing the school is to offer, in many instances, a premium for 
keeping the children at home. | 

VI. Central High Schools.—A matter that has long claimed 
the attention of observant and thoughtful educators is the 
establishment of a central high school for each county, in order 
that youth may have an institution within easy reach, and con- 
stituting part of the general system of public education, where 
more advanced instruction can be given than in the ordinary 
district schools; but I do not deem it prudent to insist upon 
such a measure now, though I trust that it may be noted, and 
have that consideration which will cause it to brought up here- 
after under better auspices. If provision is made by this Legis-- 
lature for a vote of the people on the question of professional 
, training schools and of local taxation by counties, and the trus- 
tee system is so essentially changed as to put the districts under 
the general control of efficient County Boards of Education, an 
impetus will have been given toward the early attainment of all 
that is most desirable in other respects. 3 

VII. Payment of Teachers.—The school law provides that, 
three-fifths of the annual salary of teachers be paid by the State, 
before it is at all probable that the State revenues will be paid 
into the Treasury. This is a matter that should be remedied, 
but recommendations along this line will more properly come. 
from our fiscal officers. : 

VIII. A Compulsory Law.—There is a constantly growing, 
impression throughont the State that the ‘law should compel. 
pupil children to attend the public schools for a certain number 
of months annually, say between the ages of eight and fifteen. 
Making ample allowance for the number of children who receive 
instructions at private schools, our statistics disclose that thou- 
sands are wantonly deprived of the privileges which the State. 
virtually provides at their very doors. In general, those who 
are most in need of the public benefits are the ones who are 
withheld by their parents from availing themselver of it. What- 
ever advancement we make, we leave behind us an element of- 
ignorance and ‘presumably of vice, and very probably of pau- 
perism to be a constant menace to society. I touch upon this. 
matter merely by way of calling attention to a troublesome 
question, My theory is that if we had a few thousand more 
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commodious, eligibly situated, and well-furnished school-houses, 
in charge of thoroughly capable teachers, who realize the abso- 
lute importance of educating communities along certain lines, 
as well as the children, we should soon find non attendance re- 
duced in an astonishing degree. During the last few years 
there has been much progress in the matter of building and 
equipping, and the standard of teachers has been raised to a 
very marked extent. Along with these improvements, the 
per centage of attendance has steadily increased. 

These matters are most respectfully submitted, and some of 
them I feel it my duty to insist upon with a zeal which has its 
warrant in a thorough knowledge of our educational system 
and the immediate needs of our people. 

For particulars as to present conditions, I refer you to reports 
from counties and cities, hereto subjoined. For an understand- 
ing of the conditions of our permanent school fund and the 
revenues derived therefrom, with annual disbursements of these, 
Task your special attention to the carefully itemized financial 
statement.

Iam now about half-way through visiting the schools for the 
year ending June 30, 1896. Last year the average attendance 
was 42 per cent., and I have been trying to reach 50 per cent. 
this year, but Iam afraid I shall fail because of the continued 
dry weather and so much sickness. One great drawback to 
our public school system is, the want of regular attendance. 
Another is, that so many parents are unreasonably opposed to 
their children’s being corrected. We are gradually making 
improvements in our houses and furniture. I think our teach- 
ers are up to date in preparing themselves for the work. No 
less than thirty attended school last winter, especially for the 
purpose of training themselves for teaching. In one school- 
house, District No. 29, the teachers, and those preparing to 
teach, to the number of perhaps twenty, assembled day after 
day for three months, having, as an instructor, a college gradu- 
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ate. I commend this plan. It comes cheaper, and others in 
the district can take advantage of the thorough instruction. 

Our gradea school] at Lawrenceburg, established by the advice 
and assistance of our State Superintendent, is proving a grand 
SUCCESS. | 

It is now on a Solid basis, and is destined to be an educational 
power in this county. 

Our teachers take considerable interest in our county library, 
and it is growing as rapidly as the funds allowed by law will 
permit. 

Iam urging the teachers to prepare for State certificates and 
diplomas, and think several more will try for the former in the 
near future, four having already taken it. 

I introduced this year, a Trustee Day in our Institute, in. 
viting all the trustees of the county, and had addresses delivered 
for them especially. JIintend to try it another year, and think 
it will do much good in getting them to take an interest in the 
work. 

Altogether, we are moving forward in Anderson in educa- 
tional matters, ¢nd look with hopeful anticipation to the time 
wher we shall have a first-class house in every district, well 
furnished, and occupied nine months in the year by add the chil- 
dren, taught by a first-class teacher. For this |] am working.

Ihave to report that the schools of Barren county are still 
improving. While there are some who oppose the public school 
system, the people generally seem to be falling in with the idea 
that these schools are the salvation of the country. During the 
school year ended June 30, 1895, I visited all the 109 schools 
with 3 exceptions. Asa general thing, I found both teachers 
and pupils more interested in their work than ever before. 
Several houses have been constructed during the year, and 
others are now being built. I find a difficulty in having colored 
school-houses built, on account of the colored people’s being 
poor. We must have a different trustee system before we can 
make the schools what they ought to be. I think the township 
system the best. Nearly every teacher in this county attended 
some school during the spring or summer, some of them having 
taught school for a number of years. It is difficult in some 
districts to find any one to act as treasurer, on account of having 
to collect taxes. I believe each district should have a treasurer, 
but hope the next Legislature will so change the law that the 
collection of taxes will be done by the sheriff of each county. 
We are grading every school in the county, and hope soon to 
have every school properly graded.

I fear you will find the annual report required from this office 
far from full or satisfactory, as I do. I worked under many 
disadvantages this year, and in the absence of much of the in- 
formation that should have been furnished me by teachers and 
trustees, and intend to give particular attention to seeing that 
it is surely and correctly sent in hereafter. I have sent circular 
letters to all the trustees and teachers that all the information 
called for must be sent in, and I send you this rather volumi- 
nous epistolary correspondence that you may, out of the mass 
of stuff, cut and cull something that may be of interest to you, 
and you are at liberty to use as much or as little of itas you 
see fit. 

1. We have a county teachers’ library of 240 volumes, 89 of 
which constitute the prize given by the State to the county, 
showing the largest per cent. of its teachers enrolling in the 
‘State Reading Circle,’’ completing the course and receiving 
certificates for the year 1894-5. 

2. Out of the 51 districts in the county, 40 have globes, maps 
and charts, and in nearly all districts, the ‘‘backless bench ”’ 
has disappeared and has been replaced by the very best patent 
desks, and, in many instances, a teachers’ desk and chair have 
been added, new houses are being built, or are already com- 
pleted in almost all districts, there being only some five or six 
houses that can trathfully be called very bad. 

No district has supplemented the public money to extend the 
term of the school beyond the term of five months, and there 
seems little reason to hope or state that there will be any 
change in this particular. The attendance in most of the dis- 
tricts is not good, and this, unless it is the lack of qualified 
teachers (not merely those holding certificates, because we know 
that the certificate, while it should be, is not always a 
criterion of a teachers’ ability to instruct youth) is the greatest 
drawback to a successful movement of education upwards in 
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the mountains. However, good houses and furniture, better 
and more capable men for trustees, a higher standard of edu- 
cational qualifications for teachers, and a presentation of the 
matter to the patrons themselves, will do good work in its own 
time, and these eternal hills, like those of ancient Greece, will 
grow men, strong intellectual giants. We are striving to get 
better men for district trustees, and with tolerable success. In 
many instances they are loath to take the place, but generally 
can be induced if the Superintendent takes the time and trouble 
to present the matter fully, and from the seemingly increased 
interest this class are taking, we are hopeful for the future. 

Bell county teachers took hold at once of the ‘* Reading Cir- 
cle’ idea, and, studying the matter systematically, and with a 
view of securing all the aid possible at the examinations, they 
had no trouble in winning the library offered, and this fact has 
given them courage and ambition for another contest, and they 
hope to win again. 

The Superintendent has, he thinks, made mistakes, especially 
in the matter of appointment of trustees, and so patent is this 
to him, that he has resolved to make no more ez parte selections, 
but to leave the matter to the patrons at the polls who, Knowing 
better the men, their habits and qualifications are certainly 
much better fitted to select men to manage their affairs than 
the county superintendent, who is, in many instances, far re- 
moved and unacquainted. 

What we need is not particularly more money, but a more 
economical and judicious use of what we have ; men of intelli- 
gence, and fathers of children for trustees; men of affairs, who 
can dip into the future and, looking beyond the mighty dollar, 
see the large returns and the great good, not only to them and 
their children, but also to the State and society that will inevi- 
table come with larger and more generally diffused education ; 
teachers who will more fully realize the vast importance and far- 
reaching influence of their vocation when properly followed, 
who will not degrade their calling by using chicanery, misrepre- 
sentation, and even fraud to obtain schools, and who, when 
employed, will look for other results than sundown and wages 
or the ‘‘draw,’’ as 1t is too frequently called; State Superin- 
tendents, who, like the present incumbent, will be without 
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prejudice, and imbued with a proper appreciation of his great 
position at the head of the schools, industrious and painstaking; 
trustees who will do what they make oath to do, deal as -hon- 
estly, carefully and conscientiously in discharging the affairs 
relating to the school in their district as they do with their own 
private affairs, and who will, not for money or for favors, 
political or through friendship or kinship, be induced to con- 
tract the school to any except the one best qualified in all re- 
spects, who will not make it a condition precedent to employing 
the teachers that he will promise to board with the trustee, or 
spend the money in his store, or directly give the trustee a part 
of it; county superintendents who will have industry enough 
to visit the schools in person, and endeavor to stirup the pupils 
and parents to renewed effort ; who will have the nerve to re- 
fuse certificates when not merited, and to revoke those already 
granted for the causes set out in the Jaw; who have the nerve 
and the good sense and enlightened spirit to endeavor, as far as 
in them lies, to combat, overcome, and remove the false and 
benighted idea that woman—lovely and inspiring woman—who 
ennobles, betters and enriches everything with which she comes 
in contact or touches, is not qualified, or able to teach, when 
the facts are, that she is the natural teacher and trainer of 
youth ; that she is fast crowding men out of this profession ; 
in fact, many others. 

We are endeavoring to secure al! the benefits that can be 
made to flow from section 43 of the School Law, and are hopeful 
of good results ; but care must be taken, or this provision, con- 
ceived and enacted ina humane and charitable endeavor to do 
something to bring into the schools the orphan, the children of 
very poor and unfortunate people, will be turned into an engine 
of oppression. Undoubtedly the care of our worthy poor and 
unfortunate, the education of the destitute youth of the State 
are the highest duties encumbent on us as members of society, 
as they are the noblest that can animate us as individuals, and 
thus we are willing, even anxious, to be liberal with the great 
multitude on whom fickle fortune has failed or ceased to smile. 
Bat this section can be made a flood-gate, through which a tide 
of unworthy, unpatriotic small-souled people can be turned on 

be county and rob its treasury, and thus work great wrong

on the tax-payers, sow the seed that will ultimately produce a 
repeal of the whole provision, and thereby utterly preclude 
many children from school who will, if the law is not abused 
in its administration, be brought in and to them secured the 
benefits of at least a rudimentary education in English. Let 
teachers, trustees, superintendents and county judges look 
sharply out, and let parents and guardians be conscientious and 
careful in their requests in this particular.

We had a full session taught in every district in the county 
except one, running from five to seven months. The average 
work done during the year was good, and in many cases ex- 
cellent. I visited every school, both white and colored, once, 
and many of them two or three times. By insisting on the ob- 
servance of the daily programme and course of study, and de- 
manding better apparatus for teachers to work with, I have 
partially succeeded in reforming methods in the primary work, 
the effects of which will be plainly seen in the near future. In 
my visits to districts, I make a specialty of bringing to the. 
notice of parents, trustees and teachers, the importance of the 
primary work being done correctly. Our countyis almost fully 
supplied with suitable buildings, there being only about three 
in the county that are not comparatively new, and those three 
will be replaced by new ones during the present year. 

The law, in regard to building and repairing houses, is a most 
excellent one, but the present trustee system is bad, and will 
always be, in many places, a serious hindrance to superintend- 
ents and teachers in their efforts to introduce better methods 
and secure better work, and thereby obviate the supposed 
necessity for so many little schools called select or private. I 
think one trustee is sufficient, and the more business I have to 
transact with the present boards of three trustees, the more 
fully I am convinced that one competent man, paid for his 
work, would secure far better results than the present system. 
But the great bane is non-attendance or irregular attendance, 
and until something is done to encourage attendance at school 
every day in the week by every pupil in the district, our system 
ean only be a partial success, even with the best of teachers, 
furnished with the best of apparatus. If this can not be accom- 
plished in any other way than by a compulsory education law, 
then let us have that law as soon as possible.

All the public schools of Bourbon county were in active 
operation during five months of winter 1894-95, and many pri- 
vaie schools were afterwards opened in same houses. 

The statistics appended relate altogether to the five-month 
term, financially, as well as otherwise. 

It has been very difficult to have the annual report of each 
school made out properly, so that report of County Superin- 
tendent is largely approximate. 

Many of the school-houses were condemned for repairs and 
new furniture, and twointoto. Taxation for such purposes is 
so obnoxious to the property-holder that it is to be hoped there 
will be such legislation on the subject the coming winter as. will 
Jead to indirect taxation instead. 

Unless we have compulsory Jaws with regard to attendance at 
school the classes most samy our schools will not be much 
benefitted by them. 

We need, also, some sort of curb upon the trustes sonia of 
electing teachers. They (ihe trustees) often make promises and 
deliberately change their minds, unless bound by a written con- 
tract. Unless the district be taxed to add to the public fund, 
we do not see that the trustees have any right to prolong the 
session over five months. But many make such bargains with 
teachers. 

Bourbon county schools are improving all the time.

I have visited each of my thirty-four schools, and am glad to 
report an increase of both attendance and efficiency in the en- © 
tire field. Percentage, based on census repert, 51 per cent. ; 
percentage, based on enrollment, 72 per cent. ; 96 per cent. of 
our houses are in good condition, 97 per cent. furnished with 
patent seatsy and blackboards, and 53 per cent. with globes, 
maps, etc. 

The system of grading is not yet what we would like to have 
it, but by proper attention on the part of both superintendents 
and teachers, we expect to make a much better showing the 
coming year. lt is very difficult to get some teachers to take 
hold of this work as they should. We believe our teachers are 
alive to the best interests of the pupils, and, as a whole, are 
trying to raise the standard of education from year to year. 
The increasing efficiency of said teachers, largely due to a more 
thorough system of examination, is doing much to enlist the 
good will of the people in favor of the district school. 
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Our Institute was a perfect success—A. L. Peterman, In- 
structor. Every teacher in the county, save the teachers of the 
Ashland schools, were in attendance. All but one joined the 
Reading Circle, and all but three subscribed for the Southern 
School. You may see we are improving along this line. 

The log houses have been torn down and larger and more 
modern frame houses erected and furnished with the proper 
furniture and apparatus Though we met with much opposition 
while building, the people are now glad they have the houses, 
and are satisfied. : 

I am not satisfied with the present trustee system. Iam in 
favor of a board of well qualified men in each magisterial dis- 
trict to manage all the schools in said district, and receive pay 
for this work. I hope to see the day when the present system 
is abolished. Then give us one county high school, and we will 
have a system that ought to produce results.

Our schools, while they are improving, are not doing, in my 
judgment, all that is possible for them todo. Ihave good and 
comfortable houses in all my districts, except about three, and 
the most of them are in excellent condition. I believe that my 
schools and teachers will compare favorably with any in the 
State, still, I recognize the fact, and it is a fact, that they are 
deficient in some respects. Iam not ‘‘hungering and thirsting”’ 
after a little ‘‘brief authority,’’ but I think I can snggest a. 
remedy that will, if it does not entirely cure the patient, go a. 
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long way toward it. Itis this, local taxation, with the county 
as the unit, and let the good and faithful county superintendent 
hhave a ‘‘say’’ in the employment of every teacher. He, if he is 
worthy of the position he holds, knows more in one minute 
who ought to be employed, than the majority of trustees know 
in alifetime. He is interested, and he does not work ‘‘ witha 
zeal void of Knowledge.’’ Let me assist in the selection of the 
teachers, and I will bear all the blame and censure for mean 
schools. Never was there more wisdom in any sentence than 
in this: ‘‘As is the teacher so is the school.”’ 

I would have the teachers of this State to qualify themselves, 
and those who would not take the pains to do so would be com- 
pelled to step down and out. I would have an horest heart, an 
industrious hand and a cultivated mind as the conditions prece- 
dent to positions in the school-room, and not that the would-be 
teacher is ‘‘poor,’’ or somebody’s cousin. 

Iam continually struggling with questions deeply affecting 
the schools of my county, brought about by the employment of 
incompetent teachers by incompetent trustees. 

This.is,in my judgment, the great bane of the common schools 
of our country, that the county superintendent goes to his field 
of labor with his hands tied. 

I have, in the school year just past, visited all the schools 
once, and some of them twice; have made many ta’ks and ap- 
peals for the schools of the people, and I hope, as the ‘‘days go 
by,”’ the good people will see and realize that at home and in 
the genuine common school is the place in which to educate and 
train for pure womanhood and manhood. 

May the common schools of Kentacky, under the gallant 
leadership of their noble and efficient State Superintendent, 
become corner stones in the building whose light and influence 
shall extend to earth’s remotest bonds.

Ninety-six out of the ninety-seven white schools in the county 
were taught the past year. After the public term had expired 
several private schools were taught in the public school houses, 
but not reported in detail. I have visited every school once 
during the year, and some twice. Our school-houses are not in 
as good condition as we expect to have them soon. We hail 
with gladness many of the provisions of the present school law, 
especially the one providing for suitable desks and seats. The 
schools will never be what they should be until we have local — 
taxation in every district in the State. We still have the old 
‘*fogies’’ who believe in the log school-house, backiess bench, 
and A, B, C methods of ante-diluvian date, simply because 
some of our eminent statesmen have been reared and educated 
under this kind of circumstances—never considering once that 
we are living in a different age. 

Teachers are improving. When their schools are out many 
of them attend some school to qualify themselves better for 
their profession, and we hope to live to see teaching a profession 
in reality rather than a name, or to use it as a stepping-stone to 
something better. 

Our Institute was one of the best in attendance ever held in 
the county, but much complaint on account of being compelled 
to attend under penalty of surrender of certificates. 

The Teachers’ Associations in the magisterial districts were a 
decided success the past year. Some districts had three meet- 
ings, and every teacher did some work and assisted in getting 
many of the trustees and patrons out, who expressed themselves 
highly pleased. More good results may be derived from these 
associations than any other means yet devised. If we get the 
co-operation of trustees and patrons, we can make rapid prog- 
ress. This is the only way we can eradicate antiquated ideas. 
When parents attend and take part, they become more familiar 
with our system of schools and their needs.

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The colored schools were all taught the past year, and I find 
that they are in charge of energetic teachers, who are very able, 
one being taught by a man with a State diploma, and three 
more with first-class county certificates; four are graduates of 
the best training schools. Their property is not in good condi- 
tion, on account of the people’s being very poor. 

With the advantage of a college at home and instruction 
second to none, we hope to be second to none in educational 
development.

There was a greater interest manifested in the schools of 
Calloway county last year than ever before. The teachers, 
patrons and friends of education seemed to be more thoroughly 
aroused to a sense of their duty. Six elegant school-houses 
were erected and furnished last year, and several more will be 
erected during the present school year. 

About twenty-five of our schools are furnished with charts, 
maps and globes, and fifteen have patent desks. Our people 
are beginning to realize the advantages derived from well equip- 
ped school-rooms. , 

There are sixty-eight white and six colored school districts in 
this county, in all of which schools were taught and visited and 
lectured by the County Superintendent. We have more than 
one hundred teachers, and the trustees should make an earnest 
effort to secure the services of the more efficient. We have our 
Teachers’ Associations as the law directs, which are attended 
with much enthusiasm, which is working up an increased in- 
terest. 

We think there has been a great improvement in the workings 
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of the common schools under the new law and during the ad- 
ministration of the present State officials. It is truly gratify- 
ing to see the eminent success of our common school system, 
especially when we view it as the great principle or foundation 
upon which depends the stability of our free government. 

Its happiest benefits can not be fully realized by those who 
but casually giance at its workings. The day will soon come 
when the gibes and thrusts of its foes will be repelled by evi- 
dences of its genuine worth. Ina few years the public school 
will be the great source of education for rich and poor. The 
poor boy of Kentucky, who is endowed with natural intellect 
and persistency, will find his opportunities almost equal to those 
of an heir to fortune. 

Before long the proudest of Kentucky’s sons can point to 
some log hut, as Napoleon did to the charitable school of 
Brienne, and exclaim: ‘‘ There is the nursery of my laurels.”’

Campbell county may well feel proud of the strides she is 
making in the line of education. True, no new houses have 
been built within the last twelve months, but the principal 
reason is because she does not need many. Again, there is 
scarcely a school district in the county that has not levied a tax 
and either furnished with apparatus or made some other im- 
provement equally as commendable within the last year. Our 
people now fully realize that teachers, as well as farmer or 
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mechanic, must have tools with which to work, or they can do- 
but little, and the quality of what they do will be inferior. 
There are teachers, as well as mechanics and farmers, who will 
do little work and of an inferior grade, no matter what advan- 
tages you give them, but I am glad to say that such teachers. 
are few and far between in Campbell county. The pay, too, for 
teaching in Campbell, will compare, I think, favorably with 
that of any county in the State, and whatever tendency there 
is to ‘‘jew’’ the teacher is fostered largely by teachers who 
underbid each other. 

Teachers should qualify themselves well; do good honest 
work ; and demand and exact good honest wages. The tend- 
ency of their qualifications, acts, works and bids should always. 
be upward and neverdownward. No work is of greater interest 
to man than the work of the teacher. He or she goes directly 
into the homes, and holds a closer communion with the en- 
tire family than any other ‘‘outsider,’’ if, indeed, he or she 
can be called an outsider. | 

Upon the architect depends largely the beauty, strength and 
greatness of a building. The teachers are the mental architects 
of the future generation, and upon them largely depend the 
future beauty, strength and greatness of ‘‘ the house we livein,”’ 
and incidentally of the country in which we live. 

The people of Campbell county are growing more and more 
to realize these facts, and proportionally, as they realize them, 
interest in education grows.

In making this, my first epistolary report, I do not wish to 
gay that the common schools of Casey county are in a satisfac- 
tory condition, for to say that would be to say that her people 
are not progressive, which would be a great injustice. <A rea- 
sonable, and in fact, a remarkable degree of progress charcter- 
izes our schools. Casey county is not leading the advance 
guard in the educational progress of Kentucky. I don’t claim 
that the destiny of the State has been providentially committed 
to Casey county’s leadership, or that she is a century ahead of 
the other counties, but I do claim that she is rapidly increasing 
in importance and efficiency and assuming a high place in the 
estimation of the public. Idoclaim that the people of Casey 
county have long ago learned that they can not afford to linger 
in therear. I think of our present with pride and our future 
with hope. 

We have a wide-awake, industrious and enthusiastic corps of 
teachers, of many of whom I feel proud. I regret to say, how- 
ever, that we have yet a few teachers who do not attend Teach- 
ers’ Associations or read educational papers, but their days are 
numbered. They are gradually but surely stepping’ down and 
out. 

In my humble judgment the greatest needs of the schools of 
Kentucky to-day are compulsory education and a better system 
of trustees. We have some trustees who are doing honor to 
themselves and to their office, but the greater per cent. of them 
are illiterate and dead to the cause of education. It is next to 
impossible for a County Superintendent to make anything like 
an accurate report of the conditions of his schools to the Su- 

‘perintendent of Public Instruction, since a great many of the 
trustees, owing to illiteracy and carelessness, fail to make their 
veports in full (Gif at all) to the County Superinterident. A 
great many of the trustees are influenced by favoritism in em- 
ploying teachers. We need men who are willing to say to 
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cousin or neice, ‘‘personally, I am for you, but, officially, I am 
for the other teacher, because the best interest of the school de- 
mands it.’”’ Give us a better trustee system and a compulsory 
law. The Superintendent visited all of the schools of his 
county, but found the attendance too small, less than 50 per 
cent. of the;pupils borne on the census returns. 

Our fifty-five members of the Reading Circle deserve much 
credit for the great interest they have taken. Thirty of them 
passed the Reading Circle examination and received certificates. 
Two members received certificates of, special merit. 

We had only two pupils to take the common school gradua- 
tion examination. Both received certificates. 

A Teachers’ Association was held in each of the eight magis- 
terial districts of the county, and never before have the people 
and the teachers taken so much interest in the Associations. 

Our Teachers’ Institute, conducted by Mr. W. C. Grinstead, 
of Danville, Ky., was a success. 

Our few colored schools receive the same attention from me 
that the white ones do, and they appreciate it equally as much. 
The colored population is so sparsely settled that it is difficult. 
to keep a school-house convenient to them.

' The schools in Christian county during the past year did 
good work, but we hope to accomplish greater things in the 
future. 

Many of our trustees are becoming more interested in furnish- 
ing their districts with suitable houses. Some new houses have 
been built, and a large number repaired.

The schools of Clark county are in better shape than ever be- 
fore. The attendance is larger, there is a greater disposition 
shown by patrons to have the services of good teachers, and an 
ncreasing willingness to be taxed for school-houses and furni- 
are. The “backless bench” is a thing of the past, uniformity 
-of text books has been secured, though at considerable trouble. 
A number of new school-houses have been built in the county, 
some of them costing over a thousand dollars. Only one or two 
poor school-houses remain, and they will be replaced shortly. 
A large portion of the houses have been recently furnished with 
charts, maps, globes, etc. The County Board of Examiners 
have been very strict in examinations, and, in consequence, the 
standard of teaching is quite high. 

The colored schools are also improving very much, and some 
of our colored teachers will compare favorably with teachers of 
-any section of the country of either color. Several new school- 
houses for colored districts have been built in the last few years, 
but others are needed, and how to build them is a serious prob- 
lem. The colored people own but little property, and it is al- 
most impossible to collect a poll-tax. Perhaps the best plan 
is to get a few leading spirits interested, and get them to hold 
a series of festivals—at least the plan has worked well here. 
All in all, more progress has been made in Clark county school 
amatters in the last few years than ever before, and our schools 
and teachers will compare favorably with those of any county 
an the State.

-attended school. When this is overcome the problem is solved, 
and then in future no man will have the temerity to raise his 
voice in opposition to the common school system of Kentucky.

I visited all the schools that were in session at the time, and 
found them in a good condition. Teachers seem to realize that 
unless they read and study something besides the text-books. 
they can not keep pace with the times. 

This accounts for the number of educational journals being 
read by teachers. Five years ago not a ‘teacher in this county 
read (regularly) an educational journal. Now, almost every 
teacher reads one or wore, and some of them four. The writer 
has condemned (35). thirty-five of the fifty school-houses for 
whites, either for repairs or for the purpose of building new 
houses ; hence our school-houses are quite up with the times. 
There are a few back numbers yet, but we will soon take 
them off the list. 

We are moving up grade educationally, but we have not even 
seen the top yet. | 

The colored schools are poor indeed. These people are not 
able to build good houses. The schools are small and do not: 
command good teachers. 

We need a change in our trustee law. I believe if we had 
three good men in each magisterial district to employ all the 
teachers in their districts and look after the interest of the 
schools, and a first-class high school in each county, results. 
would be far more satisfactory. 

We need but one grade of certificates for teachers ; all teach- 
ers Should stand on the same level. Then teaching would be- 
come a profession. Men and women would remain in the work 
and not use it as a stepping stone to some other position.

At the risk of provoking a smile from those who know the 
propensity of men in charge of any institution, whether public 
or private, to present only the good side to the public, I must 
say that the schools of Fayette county arein excellent condition. 
With two excepticns, the school-houses are comfortable, and 
all are furnished with modern desks and approved teaching 
appliances. Asa rule, the trustees are among the best men in 
the county, and are fairly zealous in the discharge of duty. 
Some districts have voted a tax to extend the school term, and, 
what is better, there are few in these districts, notwithstanding 
the original opposition, who would now have the tax defeated. 
This question of local aid should, I believe, be agitated in every 
county. When the masses realize that they can not have good 
‘schools, and certainly no better schools than they now have, 
until they have longer terms, and consequently, better teachers, 
they will not be slow to seize this advantage which the law 
wisely offers. All that is needed is agitation. 

One of the essentials in the upbuilding of our public schools 
is the arousing of a healthy public sentiment in their behalf. 
When public sentiment is low, the schools go out of the public 
mind, and both schools and teachers take the ‘‘dry rot.’’ 

Believing this, it has been my aim to keep my schools before 
the public, thus impressing on each school, that it is an import- 
ant factor in the sum of public affairs. The walls of my office 
are adorned with the pictures of the school-houses, teachers and 
pupils of the county schools, all of which are nicely framed. 
The pictures have excited comment from all sorts of people, 
many of whom did not before know whether there were four or 
a hundred and four schools in Fayette county, and the un- 
favorable comment of the public on some of the bad houses, has 
caused the making of better ones, in one instance of the build- 
ing of one of the best county school-houses in the State. These 
pictures I had made for an exhibit of the county schools at the 
Lexington Industrial Exposition, held in 1894-5. The exhibit 
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consisted of a typical log cabin, externally as rude as that 
which housed the first Kentucky school. The exterior repre- 
sented the old school. The interior was made to represent the 
modern school, and was neatly finished and furnished, and 
decorated as a modern school room should be. On the seats 
was an elaborate display of the work of all the children 
in the county schoois. This exhibit was visited by thousands 
of people, and caused much favorable comment, and did much 
to create a greater interest. 

Another means which I have found highly effective, is in the 
enforcement of the law on county graduation. Each year, for 
the last eight. [ have had a number of graduates, the class of 
1894-95, numbering more than thirty. The knowledge that 
such examinations are certain to be held, excites interest among 
the pupils, and makes them much more studious than they 
would be without this incentive. After the examination, prepa- 
rations are begun at once for the county school commencement, 
which, each year, I have tried to makea notable event of the 
scholastic year. They are held in the Opera House, and the 
people who are interested enough to want to be there, would fill 
a house of twice our Opera Houses’ capacity. The interest 
aroused by these commencements is great. 

I have found that the County Teachers’ Association, if prop- 
erly conducted, are calculated to do much good among both 
teachers and people. At my last association, there were nearly 
two hundred and fifty people, besides the teachers, and to“show 
the people’s interest, they prepared a sumptuous dinner for the 
whole congregation. In fact this is the greeting the teachers. 
received at each association. The subjoined programme will 
show the nature of exercises at these associations:

It would not be an exaggeration to say that the interest in 
the common schools of the county of Floyd, during the year 
was more general, and at the same time more earnest than at 
any time before. The county. is extremely mountainous and 
broken, hence irregular districts, and uneven numbers of chil- 
dren in the district, who change with the shifting ideas of the 
patrons, from district to district, and cause no little trouble and 
study to the county superintendent and add greatly to his work. 

The duty of providing better school-houses was urged by the 
County Superintendent, on every proper occasion, and that was 
taken up by a great many teachers, and urged by them until 
there was a general feeling among the people to improve their 
school-houses. In many cases, houses have been improved, 
and in some, new ones built, and a splendid foundation laid for 
putting into effect, the provisions of the new school law. In 
twenty-nine districts the people are aroused to the school in- 
terest, are taking the lead in this direction, and they have pro- 
vided comfortable, well furnished school-houses. Sixteen other 
districts have houses now under construction, and, of the re- 
maining districts, nearly all are arranging to repair the old ones. 
I feel that by another year, the County Superintendent will be 
able to report a very great improvement on the condition of the 
school-houses, and, on the progress and prospects of the schools. 
Teachers are already manifesting a greater interest, and are 
becoming more professional in their work. Increased apprecia- 
tion of the Teachers’ Institute, the Teachers’ Association, the 
Teachers’ Reading Circle, the increased demand for professional 
works, the adoption of systematic and rational methods in 
teaching, evince this interest. The Institute was first-class, and 
attended by all the teachers except two. The County Superin- 
tendent visited nearly all the schools, and some of them two 
and three times, and by addresses and other means, which oc- 
casion suggested, did all he could to improve conditions, and

I have visited all the schools during the past year, and it is 
eratifying to report a decided improvement in them. I find the ~ 
majority of the teachers wide-awake and progressive in their 
ideas and teaching. 

Some of our houses are not what they should be, but I think 
that within a year, we can have them all comfortable and well 
furnished. In some of the schools the discipline is good, and 
the work being done far better, and in a more systematic man- 
ner. We are grading the best we can, and hope to have this: 
very important work first-class in a short time. 

The colored schools are doing very good work, considering 
the houses and furniture they have to contend with. On 
account of the coloured people’s having very little taxable prop. 
erty, and most of them being tenants who move around so 
much, it is almost impossible to build up a district so that 
we can have comfortable houses tor them. 

The white Teachers’ Institute was held in August, and con- 
ducted by Prof. Lumley, of Tennessee. It was one of the most 
interesting and beneficial ever held in thecounty. That of the 
preceding year was conducted by Prof. Burke, of N ewpott, an 
instructor of rare ability, and practical in all his work. 
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The colored Institute was conducted by Prof. Jackson, of the 
State Colored Normal, and his energy and enthusiasm, as well 
as willingness of teachers, made it a success. 

We have a County Teachers’ Library, and have elected a 
judicious committee, that will push the work until we havea 
good supply of reading matier for our teachers.

Tn this county more than three-fourths of the white districts 
have new school-houses, and all, with the exception of three, 
have patent seats and desks; hut better than the new school- 
houses, and better than the patent furniture and suitable ap- 
paratus—better than all this, is the excellent sentiment on the 
part of the patrons and trustees in favor of the common schools, 
We have no private schools, and no private school interest in 
the county. The public school interests are paramount. 

With such a healthy sentiment in favor of the public schools, 
it is only a question of time when their work will meet the ap- 
proval of the most exacting patrons. ; 

In school matters, as in every thing else, the people are con- 
servative and move slowly, but in this county they are moving, 
and moving in the right direction. The demand is made for 
better and more experienced teachers, and I believe I voice the 
sentiment of the best educators in our county, in asking that 
at least one year’s experience in teaching be one of the require- 
ments of a first grade certificate. 

The teachers of our county make good use of their County 
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Library, which contains over three hundred volumes. They are 
also liberal subscribers to .educational papers and journals, 
every teacher in the county subscribing to at least one paper. 

The colored schools are doing as well as could be expected. 
They are not suffering from lack of interest, but from lack of 
taxable property and a lack of money. The colored people are 
really too poor to build suitable and comfortable school-houses. 
We have some excellent teachers, however, im the colored 
schools. 

With comfortable houses, furnished with patent seats and 
desks, with at least one-half the districts furnished with globes, 
maps and charts, and with the strong public school sentiment 
that now exists, I believe that Fulton county will keep abreast 
of the times in all educational matters.

This has been my first year, but the results of my efforts to 
raise the standard of the schools of the county have met my 
most sanguine expectations. Many features of our new school 
law has given a new impetus to schools. We have a better 
class of teachers, better accommodations, better facilities in: 
many respects. Many of our districts have built large and 
convenient, houses and supplied them with charts and school: 
furniture. With attractive surroundings, the attendance has. 
largely increased and more interest is manifested. We are get- 
ting a better class of trustees. The people, realizing the author- 
ity placed in the hands of the trustees, are more careful in the 
selection of them. Under the new law the text-books are ob- 
tained at 25 to 50 per cent. less than formerly. 

We had nine to complete the common school course and re- 
ceive certificate of graduation, the first the county has ever had 
to take the examination. We expect many more the present 
school year. We have also discarded the five-month district 
school in Lancaster and now have a nine-month graded school, 


with a corps of six teachers and a $10,000 school-house. Yet 
we have much room for improvement.

I was qualified as Superintendent of Common Schools of 
Grant county August 13th, 1894. While I had a general out- 
line of the work, I was somewhat deficient in experience im 
regard,to the duties devolved upon me. I at once endeavored 
to ascertain whether all the districts in the county were sup- 
plied with trustees, teachers, proper blanks, ete. Iam glad to 
report that I had the fifty-seven white schools in the county 
taught by sixty-six teachers. Of the sixty-six teachers engaged 
in the work of the white schools fifty-six held first-class certifi- 
cates, seven second class and three third-class. Of the four 
colored teachers employed in the county two held first-class. 
certificates, one second class and one third class. 

We have an excellent graded free school at Williamstown, 
which furnishes employment for five first-class experienced 
teachers. We trust that we shall soon have a graded free 
school at Dry Ridge; also one at Corinth. Twenty-nine of our 
schools are furnished with a complete set of maps and charts. 
Almost all our school-houses are in fair condition. All but six 
are furnished with patent desks, and three of the six are made 
to fill the law, and the remaining three will be furnished as soon. 
as it is expedient to levy a tax for that purpose. We had 
during the year two excellent new school-houses built and 
furnished at a cost of about five hundred dollars each. 

At the beginning of my term we had fifty-four volumes of 
choice selections in our teachers’ county library. During the 
year we have purchased a large and elegant library case; also 
obtained an Encyclopedia Britanica and a few other good 
books, and now our library contains about one hundred vol- 
umes. 

Many of the trustees and patrons seemed to take considerable 
interest in the schools, while others were careless and uncon- 
cerned about their own interests and privileges. 

We held Teachers’ Associations in different parts of the 
county, which were well attended by the teachers and patrons. 
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While I think that the school year throughout was as pros- 
perous aS any preceding year, everything indicates a greater 


interest and better results at an early day.

Our schools are in excellent condition, yet I see much room 
tor improvement in the matter of school-houses, furniture and 
apparatus, as well as in teaching. 

Four new houses were built last year at a cost of not less than 
four hundred dollars each. Twenty-five houses have been sup- 
plied with patent seats and desks. Twenty-eight districts are 
well supplied with globes, maps, charts, etc., and others are 
partly supplied with them. We have one hundred school- 
houses, which are valued at thirty-four thousand four hundred 
and sixty dollars and twenty cents. The school furniture is - 
valued at nine thousand three hundred and forty-eight dollars 
and thirty cents. One new district was organized during the 
year. Six new houses have just been completed, and a score 
or more repaired and enlarged 

Our teachers are, as a general thing, earnest and faithful. 
They received an average salary of forty-six dollars and eighty 
cents, which showed an inducement for skilled and efficient 
teachers. There seems to be some spirit of underbidding for 
schools among a few of our teachers. We sincerely hope that 
our next General Assembly will so amend the common school 
law as to prevent this. I consider this as very detrimental to 
our public schools, and should not be indulged in or encour- 
aged. I visitec most of the schools of my county last year and 
found them doing well and well provided for, with but few ex- 
ceptions. The percentage of attendance based on the census 
was forty-eight, and on enrollment sixty-two, which is the best. 
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showing ever made before in the schools of this county. I 
think this indicates great progress. The people of this county 
seem to appreciate the public schools more than they did in the 
years from 1879 to 1885, at which time I was County School 
Commissioner for (raves county. I should like to contrast the 
schools of that period with the schools of to-day, but, as 
brevity is what is wanted in this report, I can not do so. 

As to our colored schools I wish to say that they are not lack- 
ing in interest. We had but few teachers who were at all com- 
petent to instruct ten years ago; now we have many ; indeed, 
quite a number of colored teachers hold first-class certificates, . 
and are well up on general reading. We have eighteen colored’ 
schools districts, and in each there isa house;'but I regret to- 
say many of them are unfit for schools, and there are very poor 
prospects for better ones. 

The white Institute, which was very largely attended by 
teachers and friends to public schools, was conducted by Prof. 
R. N. Roark, of Lexington. The colored Institute was con- 
ducted by Prof. J. T. Gray.

With the introduction of the Teachers’ Register and Grade 
Book more has been done than ever before in the way of class- 
ing pupils properly and grading the schools. One great imped- 
iment has been too many classes, too many recitations, not 
enough study and not enough systematic work ; but the impedi- 
ment is being gradually removed. There are nine houses in the 
county yet that are not furnished with the proper desks; some 
of said houses are to be repaired, some to be built anew. 

There is a slow but substantial improvement in the Associa- 

tion work in the county ; more meetings are held than formerly, 
and better interest in the meetings. 
- Institute work also is increasing in interest and influence ; 
but educational sentiment calls for something better than an 
Institute. Much has been done in the way of furnishing appa- 
ratus. About one-third of the schools are well furnished with 
globes, maps and charts.

Educational interest is growing very rapidly in this county. 
Our people are willing to pay their hard-earned money in sup- 
port of public schools. Many beautiful and commodious houses 
have been reared in the last few years. During the past year 
improvement has gone on throughout almost every school dis- 
trict in the county. Good water has been supplied by means of 
wells. Hundreds of patent seats and desks have been pur- 
chased. Good blackboards have been furnished and houses 
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made comfortable. The results show a very great increase of 
interest upon the part of citizens generally, and consequently a 
much larger per cent. of pupils in attendance at school. I 
believe:that we should now have at least six months public 
school in every district—a fall term of three months and a 
three-month winter school. Now, if our Legislature would give 
us a compulsory educational law, requiring parents to send all 
children between the ages of eight to fourteen years of age to 
the public school at least three consecutive months each year, 
much more could be accomplished. 

We have but two colored schools in this county. The colored 
‘citizens here, as a class, are poor, and unable to build and fur- 
nish school-houses. They are now taxing themselves each year, 
and making an effort to build better houses. Good schools 
have been taught in both districts, and the children have done 
excellent work, considering the conditions.

Hancock county received from the State last year $8,667.75, 
one-half of which she paid into the State Treasury. We have 
forty-one white and four colored schools with a total census of 
3,102. We have thirty-six good frame, one good brick and 
eight log school-houses. The entire value of school-houses and 
grounds is $16,965. The value of all furniture is $3,882. We 
have seating capacity for 2,475 pupils. Thirty-eight of the 
forty-five houses are furnished with good seats, blackboards, 
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maps, charts and globes. We had during the past year three 
new houses built and eighteen repaired. We have thirty books 
in the teachers’ library, which are used by the teachers liber- 
ally. There were enrolled in school 2,056 children ; there were 
seventy-five in the county over 1( years old that couJd not read 
or write. The total cost of each child, based on the average 
attendance per month, was $1.07. ‘There were twenty-seven 
‘male and twenty-four female teachers. One State certificate 
was issued to Prof. A. Powell. Twenty-two first-class, seven- 
teen second class and twelve third class certificates were issued. 
The average monthly wages of teachers were: Male, $41.35; 
female, $31.46. Twenty-two teachers completed the Reading 
Circle work. We received from all sources during the year 
$18,568.94, and the same amount was paid out for teaching, re- 
pairing, building, furnishing, books for indigent children, in- 
cidentals, etc. Allin all the year was a very profitable one to 
our schools. Our Institute was a success—our teachers wide- 
awake; our officers discharged their duties—our patrons were 
in earnest and our children in love with their work:. There is 
no reason why popular education in Hancock county shall not 
reach the highest point of success.

School interest was never better in Hardin county than now. 
Teachers, trustees and parents are working in harmony, and the 
great object aimed at—the moral and intellectual growth of the 
pupils—is being accomplished. The average attendance was 75 


per cent. of enrollment, 55 per cent. of census. 
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Including assistants, there were 132 teachers employed—60 

male and 72 female. The certificate-holding teachers numbered 
116. Of these, 57 held first class, 54 second class and 5 third 
class. 
Of the 108 public school-houses in the county, 70 are frame, 
35 Jog and 3 brick, and 60 of them are furnished with maps, 
charts, etc., while 54 are seated with patent desks. This short. 
report is taken from my ‘‘ Record Book,’’ which contains not 
only an account of the condition the various schools were found 
in when visited, but many points of interest taken from the 
Teachers’ Register. It affords me much pleasure to add also 
' my personal testimony to the progress of education in Hardin 
county. Compared with last year, our schoo!s show a very 
decided improvement in every way. The teachers labor harder 
than ever before to do their whole duty. As education advances 
the conscientious teacher is shown day by day more clearly 
what his duty is, and, seeing it, he proceeds at once to its honest 
discharge. During the term just closed we note that trustees. 
have been active, and that good results have been obtained. 
Our school-houses are being improved, notwithstanding there 
are yet persons who oppose. We must not close without saying 
that our county papers have done splendid work for the cause 
of popular education. They are a power, and the good’ they 
have done and are yet doing can not be overestimated.

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HART COUNTY. 





J. W. Gaines, Superintendent. 


The schools in my county are in very good condition. Forty 
per cent. were accurately graded to the third grade last year. 
This year all except five or six will be graded to the fourth. 
Regular attendance and earnest work were found in about 
eighty per cent. of them. Of the rest, about four failed on 
account of utter indifference on the part of patrons and trus- 
tees. The other failures were due to ‘‘ misfit’’? teachers. Taken 
as a whole, the work was very satisfactory and is excelled only 
by the work of the present year. 

The school property of the county is in good condition. Dur- 
ing ‘the last eighteen months we have built about thirty new 

houses, all of them in strict conformity with the law. Have 
repaired about fifty; seated with patent seats about twelve; 
with legal ‘‘ home-made” seats about twenty-two. The rest 
have the ‘“‘long benches’? under condemnation. I have per- 
fected the deeds to a large part of the school property, and 
will, I think, reduce all to fee-simple titles during the present 
year. The people are interested in the improvement of their 
school property and have raised little opposition to the work. 
Some illustrative apparatus has been put in the schools, but 
the high price charged for it has been the means of retarding 
work in this line. 

The teachers, as a rule, did excellent work. Tee the 
course of study was rather unpopular with the patrons and 
some failed for that reason. But oral lessons were given in 
almost all the schools, and the course of study fully carried 
outin many. Nearly all the teachers read professional litera- 
ture and use the books from the Teachers’ Library. Their re- 
ports were promptly and carefully made and the register in 
nearly every instance accurately filled. Many are making the 
work a profession and are doing all in their power to build up 
the common schools of the county. 

During the last year I visited all the schools of the county, 
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many of them twice. During the first round I examined record- 
books, revised boundaries, and gave instruction in the work of 
grading. During the next round I examined particularly in 
grades I, II, III. I find the examinations to have an excellent 
effect, both on teacher and pupil. During this year, the same 
line of work will be foilowed. We have enlarged the course of 
study, rendering it more specific and reducing it to monthly 
work. ‘This work has been placed in the hands of each teacher 
and the examinations will be conducted on that basis. 

The white Institute was conducted by J. C. Pirtle, assisted 
by Prof. Lumley. EHighty-eight teachers were in attendance 
and the work was the best done for years. 

The colored Institute, conducted by J. H. Garvin, a graduate 
of the State Normal School for colored persons, was a success. 

The Teachers’ Association met regularly, according to law, 
last year. Those who failed to attend were required to teach 
an additional day. 

Our County Library numbers about 180 volumes. It has been 
well patronized by the teachers. The colored library is small— 
only 7 volumes—and is not used as much as it should be. 

The law does well, if well executed. However, there should 
be some modification of the law concerning fee-simple titles ; it 
should be more specific in regard to moral qualifications of 
teachers ; and the third grade certificate should be abolished.

HENDERSON COUNTY. 


THomMas Posty, Superintendent. 


Henderson county is making earnest efforts to keep step with 
the music of educational progress. She has increased her num- 
ber of new and well-built school-houses by about seven or eight 
since this time last year. Only 57 teachers were licensed during 
the past year as against about 100 the previous year, and only 
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about 10 or 11 first-class certificates issued as against over 40 the 
previous year. Every teacher in the county has been studying 
privately, or attending school during the vacation just past. 
The full number of association meetings have been held, with 
large and satisfactory attendance, except in the extreme cold 
weather, when attendance was impracticable. The members of 
the Examining Board who hold their positions by appointment 
are entitled to the highest commendation for their conscientious 
and faithful discharge of duty, and for their noble determina- 
tion to sustain the State Board of Examiners in their efforts to 
raise the standard for State certificates. 

Especial mention is due to Prof. J. W. Welch for having 
presented thirteen pupils out of his excellent school at Robards 
as applicants for common school diplomas, all of whom were 
successful in passing the examination prescribed by law. Of 
that number Mr. Nicholas Toy, of Robards, also deserves dis- 
tinguished mention for having won the Superintendent’s prize 
in a splendid contest, comprising a goodly list of competitors, 
for the best short but comprehensive definition of character. 

Our teachers have been almost a unit in enlistment in Read- 
ing Circle work, and over thirty of the enrolled number ob- 
tained certificates of special merit. 

The work of visitation and supervision has been done in a 
systematic and careful manner, and the resulis recorded in a 
book prepared especially for that purpose. The entire undi- 
vided attention of the Superintendent was given to the work 
in hand up to the close of the regular sessions of the schools, 
which occurred for the most part at or before the first of March.

The public schools of Hickman county are growing in effi- 
ciency and importance, and assuming the place in the estima- 
tion of the public which certainly belongs to them, notwith- 
standing the two excellent and well equipped colleges are here. 

Schools have been taught in each district the required length 
of time, and generally by good teachers. 

In mary districts there isa desire to obtain better teachers 
than can be had for the public money. Many of the districts 
demand higher branches taught than the common school course, 
and are supplementing the salaries of such teachers by private 
subscription. 7 

Notwithstanding the sickness and press of work last year, 
the average attendance reached fifty-one. 

In the colored schools of this county there is really more 
interest manifested, and a little better average attendance than 
there is in the white schools. Everything indicates that a 
greater amount of good is being done by the schools than in 
former years, with few exceptions, but there is still great room 
for improvement. 
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On account of a failure on the part of the trustees to make 
the full report required of them, I find it impossible to make 
my statistics as accurate and comprehensive as they should be 
in some respects. 

Since I have been in office (five years) I have built twenty- 
nine white an five colored schoo] houses. AI] the white school- 
houses are furnished with patent seats except three, two of 
which have nice home-made seats, and the last one is just built 
and will be furnished soon. I took advantage of the law before 
it was repealed, requiring apparatus for the schools, and con- 
demned every house not in accordance with that law. Asa re- 
sult, eighty five per cent. of our school-houses are furnished 
with a good supply of globes, maps, charts, etc.

It is with pleasure I make my first annual report. Schools 
were taught in every district in the county, and about one-half 
of the ninety-four schools from eight to ten months. The most 
of the houses are in good condition, and about ninety per cent. 
are well equipped with new seats, maps, charts, etc. 

The schools of this county are somewhat overshadowed and 
handicaped by thc metropolis. Most of the advanced pupils 
and wealthier people patronize the city. schools. However, we 
had twelve graduates from the county schools, the first the 
county has ever had. Many of the county teachers have re- 
eeived their training in the Louisville Normal and: High 
Schools. One-half of the teachers in this county have taught 
the same school from five to fifteen years. One has been. 
nineteen and another twenty-three years at the same place. 

We have a few excellent colored schools, with good houses: 
and teachers holding first-class certificates. 

The Board of Examiners has had some trouble in seoon ire! 
the State Board in its efforts to raise the standard, as many 
trustees insist that their especial pets or relatives have a certifi- 
cate, whether they deserve it or not, ‘‘ because the district is 
satisfied.’’ 7 
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The great need is closer supervision by the school officers, 
and compulsory local aid in every district. The great drawback, 
ix. my humble opinion, is the cumbersome three trustee system, 
too weighty for this county. 

We have had two meetings of the Trustees’ Association, 
which resulted in good, but they seem averse to attending as 
they should. I shall not presume to offer a remedy, but I 
think it could be improved upon. In a word, the State is trying 
to get something for nothing—a trustee’s services without any 
remuneration. |

The schools of Knott county have, for the last few years, 
made considerable progress. The teachers are far better quali- 
fiea than those of days gone by. There is not a teacher in the 
ecunty but who can teach a good school. Some few are doing 
very meritorious work. 

One difficulty isschool-houses. They are not very comfortable, 
and are not furnished as they should be for a teacher to do good 
work. Another is getting treasurers to collect the taxes after 
they have been levied by the trustees, and another is the small- 
ness of the tax in certain districts, as the people are mostly all 
poor, and, consequently, the taxes are not sufficient to build and 
equip houses as they should be. The parents seem to be neg- 
lectful, as they don’t send to school regularly. There are but 
few districts in the county which will average fifty per cent. ol 
the pupils enrolled in the census report, and I think the cause 
to be principally neglect of parents.

In making this, my first annual report, I shall report the 
schools as I found them. I made one official visit to each of the 
eighty-eight schools, while they were in session last fall. Of 
these schools, eighty-five were white and three colored. They 
were conducted by ninety-five teachers, of whom forty-six hold 
first-class certificates, forty second and nine third-class. I 
found thirty-four log houses, twenty-six box houses, and 
twenty-eight framed houses. Of these, forty-four are furnished 
with seats and desks, as the law requires; thirty-nine with 
seats with backs without desks, while five. houses still had the 
backless bench. Blackboards were found in all the houses but 
one. Charts or maps and globes were found in thirty-one 
schools. Sixty-seven of the teachers are males and twenty- 
eight females. In eleven districts the trustees meet once a 
month, as the law directs; in sixty districts the trustees occa- 
sionally visit the school, generally one at a time, while in seven- 
teen districts the trustees had never visited the schools at all. 

Every school in the county was being conducted under the 
new graded system, and nearly all reported that it was proving 
a grand success. 

Teachers’ Associations were held in each of the five magister- 
ial districts. They were all well attended by both teachers and 
citizens. 

In my opinion, the greatest menace to the progress of the 
common schools in this county, is the present trustee system. 
The abuses seem to grow worse each year. I have no remedy 
to suggest. Notwithstanding these drawbacks, the educational 
outlook for this county is very favorable, and I hope to be able 
to report next year the greatest progress all along the line that 
has ever been made in one year in this county.

Greater progress has been made in this county during this 
year than ever before. Seven good frame houses were built 
and reported in annual report. Twenty-five were repaired and 
so reported. Since annual report was made. six good frame 
houses have been built. Trustees in six other districts are now 
making arrangements to have houses erected in their districts. 
When this is done, almost all our districts in Lawrence will 
have good comfortable houses. 

In January, 1895, only three school-houses in our county were 
furnished with patent seats. Now thirty-three are so furnished- 
I believe fifty will be furnished before the year closes. Only a 
few schools have been furnished with necessary apparatus. [I 
hope and believe this will be done soon. 

Iam glad to say that our teachers are rapidly improving. 
Most of them are interested in our Institutes and other educa- 
tional meetings, and are well supplied with educational works, 
books and journals. They, as a rule, have excellent methods, 
and are doing excellent work. Our Institutes and Associations. 
have been well attended, and have done much to improve our 
teachers. Our Institute was instructed by John C. Willis, of 
Mitchell, Indiana. 

Most of our trustees seem to be willing to do their duty, but, 
heretofore, so little attention has been given them, and so little 
has been done by them, that they hardly know what to do. 
Yet, Iam glad to say that quite a number of them have been, 
doing excellent work during the last year. 
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One of the many evidences of progress, is the greatly in- 
creased interest taken in schools by teachers, trustees, patrons 
and pupils. May this spirit continue to grow and manifest it- 
self. Iftis necessary to progress. I maybe too confident or 
mistaken, but, to me, the outlook seems to grow brighter and 
brighter.

In the way of an epistoJary report, I can only state that dur- 
ing the last school-year there has been some very substantial 
improvements made in the school houses, and a number of dis- 
tricts have bought patent desks and all proper apparatus; but 
many of them are having trouble to raise the money to pay for 
them. 

The present system of taxation is all right, and entirely 
adequate soon to provide each district with a good house, well 
furnished, if there were any practical way to get the taxes 
collected ; but this is where we are behind. 

You will observe in my annual report that I was unable to 
give the amounts that had been collected and expended. This 
was because there is no practical way to get this information. 

The examination this year shows an improvement among 
the teachers, both theoretically and practically, and a better 
attendance indicates a steady improvement of the entire sys-

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Very truly it has been said that the mountain parts of Ken- 
tucky are a decade behind the times, but Letcher county is fast: 
coming to the front in educational work. Her schools are im- 
proving year by year in facilities and work, and especially so- 


in the last two years. 


More than seventy-five per cent. of our teachers attend a 
training scbool during vacation, which has a very beneficial 
effect on our schools, for we rarely find a teacher energetic 
enough to prepare himself thoroughly who makes a failure. 
Our teachers spend almost all their wages in school work, by 
which they have greatly improved themselves, and reformed. 
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the school system. The more advanced plans are being assim- 
ilated by them and effectively used in their schools, which 
demonstrates the time honored adage: ‘‘As is the teacher, so 
will be the schouol.”’ 

Never before were there more than thirteen first-class teachers 
in this county, while, for the current year, there are thirty-five. 
This, of itself, conclusively shows a radical change and devel- 
opment. 

Not long ago I condemned every house in the county, and 
now have only a few houses completed ; but quite a number of 
nice houses are in course of construction. Our houses for quite 
-a time will be badly furnished, for we are thirty miles from 
railroads, tnerefore, will rarely buy patent seats, etc. 

Oar county is financially poor, but our schools are progress- 
ing. While they are by no means what they should be, still, 
all things considered, their condition is encouraging.

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The present system of collecting school tax is very unsatis- 
factory; yet, notwithstanding this, we have erected six substan- 
tial new frame houses during the year. 

The Teachers’ Associations were fairly well attended by the 
teachers, and also by the people in the vicinity where they were 
held. 

Our teachers have a very nice library of eighty-one volumes, 
and many of them are spending their leisure hours in read- 
ing good books. This will enable them to give the pupils 
something more than a knowledge of the matter contained in 
the text-books. 

Our Institute was conducted by Prof. John C. Willis, of 
Shelbyville, Ky. He demonstrated his ability as-an Instructor 
by securing and holding the attention of almost all the teachers 
in attendance. 

This county has been invaded by the energetic question- 
peddlers from other counties, but they have been caught so » 
often that they have concluded to give this county a wide berth 
in the future. Every Superintendent and teacher should use 
all honorable means to stop this abominable business. The 
only way to do this is to refuse to grant a certificate to any per- 
son who has ever been connected with the question thieves. 

The annual report for this year is not as full and accurate as 
I desired, but it is as well gotten up as circumstances would ad- 
mit, taking into consideration the incomplete returns from some 
districts. 

I notice that applicants for certificates to teach in the colored 
schools are much better qualified than heretofore. I also find 
they did much better work in the school-room during the past 
year than formerly.

In my three years’ connection with the schools as teacher and 
Superintendent, I can say that every succeeding year showed a 
marked improvement. Our Teachers became more progressive 
and better equipped for their work, and our Institutes more in- 
structive and entertaining. . 

I have visited most of the schools this year, and find the ma- 
jority of them doing well. Some of them, in the poorer sec- 
tions, are yet in a bad condition as regards house and furniture. 
Very few not provided with charts. 

I wish the trustees could be more thoroughly aroused to their 
duties, and the people generally impressed with the obligations 
resting upon them to educate their children, so that they would 
not keep them from school so much. 

Those who most need the schools are the ones most remiss in 
sending to school. The districts having bad houses are very 
poor, and, I suppose, are unable to build better. So far, I have 
found two houses that are unfit to be inat all. One of them 
was condemned by Superintendent McClary, but the district 
thinks it is too poor to build a new house. 

I am very sorry that I can not-send such areport as should be 
sent. All that I know would properly come under this years’

I am glad to be able to report that the common schools of 
Livingston are in splendid condition. Great progress has been 
made during the recent school year. 

All the schools in the county were taught five months, one six 
months, and one eight months. Almost half of the schools 
were followed by a private school of three or four months. 

I visited all the schools once, many of them twice, and sev- 
eral of them three times. 

The teachers are manifesting a greater pride in the profession, 
and a much greater interest in the cause of popular education 
than ever before in this county. While the schools were not 
all graded, a very commendable effort was made along that line, 
and I hope that before long I shall be able to say that all are 
graded. : | 

There has been considerable increase in interest among trus- 
tees. At our oe this year, we had twelve trustees present 

‘* Trustees’ Day.’ 

= Mg statistical report shows the conditions of the county as 
regards houses, furniture and apparatus. While it is not such 
a report as I should be pieased to make, itis one I am proud of. 
Forty-three houses out of fifty-seven in good condition; forty- 
two of them suitably furnished, and nineteen of them having 
maps, globes, charts, etc. 

We have two graded common schools, with the probability 
of two more at an early day. 

Our Institute has been held for three successive years'by a 
conductor who does a large Institute work in this part of the 
State, and he pays us the compliment to say that we have the 
best Institute he has conducted. 

Five very interesting and profitable sessions of the Teachers’ 
Asociation were held during the year. These meetings were 
much better attended than ever before. , 

One of the most prominent features of the year’s work was the 
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interest manifested by the teachers in the Library. Liberal 
donations were made both by teachers and friends of education. 
Our statistical report shows 65 volumes in Library for year 
ending June 30th, 1895, at the present writing (three months 
later) there are 120 volumes. At least one-third of the Library 
is composed of professional works, which are eagerly read by 
the teachers. 

The Reading Circle course (which, by the way, we consider a 
great aid to our common school work) is popular with our 
teachers. 

The colored schools, six in number, are in fair condition. 
Two of the teachers held first-class certificates. The need of an 
education seems to be slowly but surely dawning on the minds 
of the better element of our colored people.

The common schools of Logan county have made visible ad- 
vancement and progress in the last two years. The teachers, as- 
a whole, have done geod work. It is encouraging to state that 
out of one hundred and thirty teachers, only eight white teach- 
ers taught on third class certificates, and only three colored 
teachers used that grade. We have seven white teachers who 
hold State certificates ; one colored teacher holding same grade. 
First-class certificates are held by forty-nine white teachers ; 
seventeen colored teachers holding same grade. Second class 
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certificates are held by thirty-nine white teachers and nine 
colored teachers. , 

While the Superintendent is doing his whole duty, the schools» 
of the county could be in a better condition if there were more 
interest manifested by the people aud the trustees, and it is 
hoped that the next Legislature will give us school laws that 
will remedy the minor affairs pertaining to the schools, for it is 
these little things that ruin the system. 

I am thoroughly convinced that the three trustee system is 
not for the best interest of the schools. There should be but 
one trustee for each. district ; he should be elected or appointed, 
and paid a reasonable sum for his services by the district ; should 
be elected or appointed for four years, thus saving a large 
amount to the State in printing matter alone, and preventing 
untold confusion. There should be some other method by 
which the teachers are employed. I can’t see how a Superin- 
tendent can make a success of his schools and have no voice in 
saying who shall teach them. I recommend the above changes, | 
and say let us give them a trial.

The houses are better equipped, more 
nearly up to the requirements of law, and we have had during 
the past year a better class of teachers than ever before. Many 
communities are thoroughly aroused, and leave nothing undone 
that would make their schools better. © pS 

I believe the old law ought to be re-enacted, giving the 

» teacher the right over his pupils that a judicious parent has. 
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If we are to have corporeal punishment at all, let the law be 
clear. If not, let it be equally clear. There is no need fora 
‘“straddle’’? upon this question. It will result in endless con- 
fusion, and work injury to the whole system. 

As it is often well-nigh impossible to secure a collector in 
some districts, I believe it would be well to let the sheriff collect 
all school taxes, or require the constable to collect for all dis- 
tricts within his magisterial district. 

It might be well to require the trustees to have their Echool 
begin not later than a certain date—say October 1, and not 
earlier than August 1, as some teachers have in the past in- 
sisted on beginning in July—some time early in the month. 
A July school month is not worth much to a district.

There has been an increase in the number of districts in Mad- 
ison county, until we report one hundred and one, and in each 
a school is taught every year. We have several small districts. 
These latter are undesirable ; but divisions were made through 
the solicitation of the people, and a desire to place a school in 
reach of all. It has been impossible to equalize the school pop- 
ulation, especially in the colored districts that are so sparsely 
settled that we sometimes fail to have a legal district, while in 
many places there are villages supporting more than a hundred 
pupils. 

The district lines are irregular on account of the broken sur- 
face of land and the numerous streams. 

Thousands of dollars has been expended in repairing, build- 
ing and furnishing school-houses, and we are beginning to feek 
proud of our county in this respect. But our interest has not 
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been directed to this particular line, which is only one essential 
to good schools. The work of the schools have been considered 
most important, and in this the improvement has been remarka- 
ble. 

The work of every pupil who attends school is annually in- 
spected by the County Superintendent when visiting the schools. 
The teachers have thus been aided in introducing all the common 
school branches and grading the schools, and believe we have 
reached such a degree of perfection as attainable with the 
irregular attendance that our public schools are experiencing. 
It is true that the per cent. of attendance is increasing yearly,. 
but those developments appear slower than necessary. 

Much can be said in praise of the teacher. There was never 
a time when the country teacher felt the honor of his profession 
as he does to-day. He knows the importance of his trust, and 
is trying to do his duty, and were it not for the short term, 
which makes it necessary for the teacher to divide his time be- 
tween teaching and something else, more could be required of 
him professionally. We would not fail to mention the great 
work that is being done by the Teachers’ Association. What 
appears to be the best results from these associations, is the 
ability to bring the patrons of the schools together with the 
teachers to discuss important questions. 

The colored teachers organized this year, and arranged pro- 
grammes by which they hoped to secure the interest and co-op- 
eration of the large attendance of patrons. The desired effect 
is already seen in the increased attendance at school.

The schools of the county are doing better than ever before, 
teachers better prepared, better attendance of pupils, better 
school-houses, a marked increase of interest in the cause of 
education with both teachers and pupils, with a growing inter- 
est among the patrons. 

The above remarks are intended for the white schools only. 
I am sorry to say that there is not only no improvement in the 
colored schools of the county, but a general want of interest 
everywhere among the colored people, owing to the small at- 
tendance of pupils, and general lack of interest on the part of 
the colored parents. 

I think there should be some way devised by our next Legis- 
lature to enforce a better attendance, both of white and colored 
children. Our people are heavily taxed, but so far it seems few 
are benefitted.

Each 
district has a house (except the colored districts) of some char- 
acter, and a very large majority of them are good ones, and 
very nearly half have the patent desk. In a short time we 
shall find no other desk in use in Marshall county. It is very

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seldom that there is a question as to whether the patent or 
home-made desk should be purchased. 

The associations were well attended in some localities. The 
greatest impediment to our schools is indifference on the part 
of the patrons, and that is on the decrease, and will continue to 
decrease as the masses of the people are educated concerning 
the value of the common schools. We have some good and 
efficient teachers in this county, and others are better suited for 
something else. Inexperience of teachers is detrimental to our 
schools. Some of the experienced teachers have ceased to teach 
because the character of examinations is such that they can not 
get certificates. We have only a very few holding certificates 
who are not teaching. 

The colored schools are doing reasonably well. In some in- 
stances the pupils are situated too far from school-houses to 
attend regularly and without serious inconvenience.

Our teachers are doing good work, and with very few excep- 
tions are thoroughly competent; indeed, to an extent that is 
remarkable, when we take into consideration our method for 
employment of teachers It is gratifying to recite the improve- 
ment in the school houses. Four years ago the County Super- 
intendent found the schools in most miserable condition, 
many of them wretched hovels, absolutely untenable. At this 
date a very different condition exists. Nineteen new buildings 
have been erected, provided with patent furniture, charts, etc. 
These are good buildings, erected under the supervision and 
advice of the Superintendent. and they cost from six hundred 
to twenty-eight hundred dollars each. Seventeen houses have 
been thoroughly repaired. All these houses are provided with 
proper out-houses. Many districts have built good cisterns, so 
that a supply of good water is always obtainable. Session 


+ 
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of 1894-95 we paid each teacher $4.95 per capita each scholar. 
‘Our schools were in session seven, eight and nine months. 

We held ten meetings of the Teachers’ Association and Read- 
ing Circle. 

Our Institute was conducted by Mr. R. C. Shipp, five days 
very satisfactorily. We had attendance of seventy-five teach- 
ers, and the session was pleasant and profitable. It is a glaring 
inconsistency in our school laws that teachers in the city 
schools, deriving their pay from the same source as the 
teachers of county schools, should not be held subject to the 
same rules, regulations and requirements.

A. M. Rousxr, Superintendent. 


I visited all the schools in the county, white and colored, 
while in session (with one exception), and found them nearly 
all doing well. 

In several districts I found them using as text-books other 
than chose adopted by the County Board. These were removed 
immediately, and the proper books put in their places. 

About four-fifths of the white districts in the county have 
good comfortable houses, mostly supvlied with patent desks. 
The houses in the others are rapidly being replaced by new 
ones. Two new houses were built during the year, and six 
more are being built for the coming session. Two new districts 
were organized, and new houses are being builtin both districts. 

The colored brother seems to be in a bad way. Only fonr of 
the twelve .districts have school-houses. Schools are being

taught in the colored churches, some of which are in bad 
condition. They claim they are not able to build houses. The 
greatest trouble is, they are not permanent residents—are here 
one year and gone next. An effort is being made to havea 
good house in each district, which I think we can soon accom- 
plish. 

Greater efforts than ever before were made during the year to 
grade the schools. While nove of them were rightly graded, 
great progress was made toward a perfect system. I fina what 
‘I consider two great drawbacks toward grading, viz: ‘‘cross- 
grading”’ and the lack of a more definite course of study. 
The course of study sent out by the State Board is good as far 
as it goes, but, in my judgment, does’nt go far enough. What 
I think we need is a course of study which prescribes just what 
and how much to be done in each grade each term. Of course 
the live, progressive teacher can and will succeed admirably 
with the present course of study; but, unfortunately, that 
class of teachers in most counties is in a minority. 

It is my opinion that as long as cross-grading is allowed we 
_ will have nothing but cross graded schools, and cross grading is 
no grading at all. 

A County Teachers’ Association was organized in connection 
with the Reading Circle, and kept up the year round, something 
never done in this county before. The attendance and interest 
were as good in the spring months as in the winter. Nearly 
every teacher secured and read the paeeEe Circle books, and 
one or more educational papers. 

In addition to the County Association and Reading Circle, 
educational meetings were held monthly in each magisterial 
district, which were largely attended by trustees and patrons as 
well as teachers. 

In conclusion, I will say that, while I believe the teachers 
will compare favorable with those of any county in the State, 
I believe that the greatest need of our schools to-day is more 
efficient teachers. A good teacher will teach a good school 
under any kind of a school system, and a poor teacher will 
teach a poor school under the very best system. Iama firm 
believer in ‘‘as is the teacher, so will be the school,’’ and I hope 
to see at an early date a good Normal School, supported by the 
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State in this end of the Commonwealth, that will give the teach- 
ers of the Purchase an equal chance with those in the Centrak 


part.

A lack of interest on 
the part of the patrons is the chief defect in this county, but I 
think this can be increased by local taxation. 

Negligent trustrees another obstacle, but this can also be 
remedied to a limited extent by local taxation. Wherever the 
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trustees exercise a keen interest in the school, the result of that 
interest is manifested in both pupils and patrons. 

lam glad to state that the board of trustees in several dis- 
tricts has fulfilled the law, and equipped their houses with 
patent desks. 

The colored schools are not in as good shape as they should 
be, but it is caused by poverty rather than Jack of interest.

The school-year just closed has been one of marked improve- 


ment. 


Nine good substantial houses have been built and fur- 
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nished with desks, blackboards, etc., at a cost of more than 
$2,100, and fourteen others have been repaired at a cost of not 
less than $1,000. The value of school. property has increased 
trom $9,000 to $12,400. Thirteen thousand and five hundred 
dollars was distributed for (teaching, repairing, building and 
for superintendence, which is a pretty fair showing for a pauper 
county, as this is sometimes styled. Besides, several hundred 
dollars was subscribed for fuel, board and other purposes, 
which the trustees kept no accurate account and made no 
report. 

Enrolled in school, 2,397, against 2,500 for the preceding year. 
Percentage of attendance based upon the census returns 42+, 
and based on the enrollment, 61 per cent. 

Ail the school-houses in the county but seven are supplied 
with good desks. - | 

Three new houses are now in course of construction, two of 
‘which will be completed in time for the fall term. Fifty are re- 
ported as being in ‘‘ good ”’ condition. 

Examinations have been held in strict conformity with the 
law. The highest aim of the board has been to elevate the 
teaching profession, striving for a higher grade as to proficiency 
and morals. 

The third-class certificate should be discontinued, and the 
present law requiring five examinations should be amended and 
have but ¢woo—June and July. 


The Institute of 1894 was conducted by that grand man and 
scholar, Prof. James H. Fuqua, of Russellville, and the influ- 
ences brought to bear upon the teaching class will be of lasting 
benefit, fixing firmly this great truth: ‘‘That the true teacher 
and a lady or a gentleman are inseparably connected.’’ 


A County Teachers’ Library was established in 1893. It con- 
tains eighty-five volumes. There is money sufficient in the 
treasury to bring the number to one hundred and fifty volumes. 

There are nine colored districts in this county. Poverty of 
the colored citizens is the greatest obstacle to rapid advancement 
in their schools. 

One house is being erected and one has been repaired. Two 
new districts have been established since my last report was 
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made. A law allowing the Superintendent to appoint trustees 
would be beneiicial. | a, 

No colored Institute was held last year, but think there will 
be one this. Several associations were held, and the teachers 
appeared much benefitted. The teachers are well prepared to 
teach in the colored schools. 

I take this opportunity to thank you publicly for the prompt- 
ness and care, exercised by you and your able, courteous clerical 
force, given to alJ communications of whatever magnitude which 
have gone up from this office for adjudication or disposition.

I visited all the schools of the county last year, and found 
them doing very good work, considering the bad school-houses 
and furniture. I will be able by the time I make my next re- 
port to report every school-house in good condition. All dilap- 
- idated property is already condemned. 

There are election fueds here very often, and a good way to 
remedy it would be to elect all the trustees annually, so as to 
prevent premature obligations and obstructiors in school. 

I find that the second and third-class teachers asa general 
thing, are doing more good for the county than the first-class 
teachers, by making greater efforts, using more energy in trying 
to excel. 

I really think that every teacher should be examined annually 
to keep the first-class teacher awake. 

I believe the Superintendent’s salary should be increased to a 
regular annual sum, and payable so that he should not have to 
work two years before he receive the first year’s salary. It is 
true that ‘his time may not.all be employed in his official work, 
hut it is utterly impossible for him to do any thing else that 
will be pecuniarily profitable to him. No Superintendent’s 
salary should;be less than $600 per year instead of $250.

The teachers, with few exceptions, are trying hard to prepare 
themselves better for their work. Many of them went to school 
last spring and are preparing to go again. I feel proud of 
them, for they are an honor to the profession. 

If I could get the trustees to co-operate with me, there would 
not be a drone in the educational hive of this county in one 
year, but I am sorry to say that in many cases they fail. I 
think the chairman should be paid a reasonable compensation 
for his services, for it is useless to expect men to work for noth- 
ing. * 

_I think our- greatest need is longer sessions, and I favor 
40 
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county taxation to raise money for that purpose. I think each 
district should have an eight, months’ school, or two terms of 
four months each. - This would give all the children a chance to 
attend. ) 

I find it hard to do much for the colored people. Many of 
them have to send their children three or four miles to school. 
They are generally poor, too poor to build and furnish houses, 
but, in spite of all these difficulties, they are making consider- 
able improvement.

NELSON COUNTY. 





M. M. YEWELL, Superintendent. 


There are in Nelson county seventy-eight school districts, 
sixty-two of these are white districts; sixteen colored. Of these, 
twenty-four are first-class districts, twenty-six second class and 
twenty-eight third-class. Highty-three teachers were employed 
in our schools last year: white male 23, female 42, total 65; 
colored male 3, female 15, total 18; total male 26, female 57, 
total 88. Of these, forty-six held first-class certificates, twenty- 
two second-class and fifteen third-class. I visited every school 
in the county at least once, and found the attendance large, and 
especially was this the case in those districts visited regularly 
by the trustees. Trustees have a great deal to do with the suc- 
cess of the schools, and should, in all instances, be the best 
men in the district. The trustees of this county are taking 
considerable interest, as is shown by the fact that; during the 
last year, there have been levies in twenty-two districts for bet- 
tering the condition of the school-houses, furniture and ap- 
paratus. Nearly all the school-houses are furnished with the 
best patent desks, and most of them have good blackboards, 
and good maps and charts. | 
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The standard of qualitication’on the part of the teachers has 
been raised by the Board of Examiners to the highest notch. 
Our law can not be enforced without this. The examiners for 
this county are thorough-going teachers, and the result is that. 
all those who have been teaching for ‘‘ revenue only,’’ have quit 
the business. Rigid examinations have given an impetus to the 
whole work. , 

Our Institute last year was held in September, and was a suc- 
cess in every sense of the word. Jno. C. Willis was Instructor. 
Our Trustees’ Day was one of the principal features, and I hope 
to have nearly all of the trustees of the county present on that 
day next year. | 

Almost all of the colored schools are doing very well, but I 
tind the attendance small. I am now making an effort to es- 
tablish District Libraries, and by the time I make my next re- 
port, I hope to have a library in each district.

On account of my recent induction into office, I can not make 
as full a report of the educational affairs of this county as I 
would like; further, on account of incompleteness of returns, 
as found in Annual Report of Chairman Board of Trustees, I 
have been compelled to approximate to a certain extent. 

I take great pleasure in saying that the schools of Nicholas 
county are improving in every respect. The teachers are be- 
coming convinced that better preparation is necessary, and we 
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have had as fine a corps of teachers for the past year as will be 
found in almost any other county. I can safely say the out- 
look for this year is still better. 

Several new houses have recently been built. There are now 
four white and one colored in course of construction, according 
to the latest improved designs. There has been considerable 
opposition to the levying of a tax, but that opposition disap- 
pears with the construction and furnishing of the house, and 
those who were most arrayed against it are now loudest in its 
praise. | 

The private school, that overshadowing rival (generally speak- 
ing). of the public school, does not disturb our schools to any 
extent. 

The graded school at Carlisle, built afew years ago, is almost: 
out of debt, and achieving eminent success under the leadership. 
of Prof. W. F. Ramey, who, it might he said, is one of the best 
instructors in the State, always alive to the interest of the 
school. Mr. Ramey conducted our Institute last year, and 
every one speaks in his praise. 

Our Teachers’ Association, which I caused to be organized 
last year, has proved to be of great advantage. It causes more 
interest on the part of patrons in the respective magisterial dis- 
tricts. There are six colored districts in this county, and they 
are laboring under some disadvantages, but the outlook is en- 
couraging. The teachers are well qualified and do their work 
well. 

I thank you for the promptness with which you have an- 
swered all my communications, and I hope that the wide-spread 
interest you have awakened will be continued.

I hope next year to be able to report several 
libraries and many districts that have voted local taxation. 
The teachers of Kentucky should have better pay, and I believe 
the best way to get it is by local taxation. The time has past 
when teachers can educate themselves by teaching. The State 
is demanding, and rightfully too, that her teachers be educated 
before they enter the school room as teachers, and this means, 
or should mean, increased wages. 

Our school rooms are being furnished with modern furniture 
and apparatus, thereby enabling teachers to do better work.

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of the counties in the State according to size and population. 
Ten new school-houses are being built, and fifteen have been 
furnished with desks and school apparatus. 

I visited some school-houses last fall where the children had 
to use umbrellas to keep dry when raining, but the people are 
waking up and are building and repairing houses. 

Our County Judge will not purchase books for the indigent 
children, and we have many children here whose parents are 
too poor to buy books. 

The colored school is in better condition than some of the 
whites in the rough parts of the county. They have a new 
school-house, and have purchased thirty desks, etc. We want 
a good Norma] Instructor here next year for the teachers.

With the exception of 
a very few, every house is conveniently, and in other respects, 
well located, affording to children not only accessibility, -but 
the inspiration of commanding environments. They are fur- 
nished with the best designs of patent seats with which I have 
any Knowledge, and most of them are well supplied with ap- 
paratus. 

I firmly believe that the providing of better houses and furn- 
iture in this county has excited a greater interest among patrons 
and tax-payers in favor of better edueational growth than any 
other one thing, though it must be admitted that better salaries 
to teachers and a corresponding rigidness of teachers’ examin- 
ations, have been productive of inestimable good. 

Last year we continued our associational meetings through 


» 
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the entire year, except the two hot summer months. Our at- 
tendance never apated, nor the interest therein, and we look 
forward for even better results another year along that line. 

I am very anxious to have a change in our present trustee 
system, but will not embody any formulated plan in this report. 
Suflice it is to say that, while some advantages ariso under the 
present system, it is, I believe, the worst feature of our present 
Jaw. The responsibility is too scatteringly distributed, afford- 
ing no great relief from same, and this with no pecuniary con- 
sideration nor educational qualifications, makes the entire fea- 
ture objectionable. I should hail with delight a revision along 
some such lines as would remove the objections before men- 
tioned, and others too, that, in my judgment, menace, in other 
respects, the splendid system we now have.

Notwithstanding the extreme financial pressure under which 
the people of Perry county have been laboring for several years, 
-there has been a growing interest in the cause of education, and 
the building, repairing and furnishing of school-houses has not 
ceased. 

Several new school-houses have been built during the last 
year, and more than half of them furnished with a splendid set 
of charts, maps, globes, etc. 

The small amount of tax allowed to be collected by law for 
the purpose of building and furnishing school-houses, makes it 
impossible in many districts to build a good house and furnish 
it. There are some districts in this county whose school tax 
for eight or ten years would not be more than the amount 
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necessary to build and furnish a good school-house. I think 
there ought to be a law allowing a heavier tax to be levied and 
collected for school purposes when necessary. 

I have, however, overcome that obstacle toa great extent by 
going among the patrons and working up such an interest as to 
induce many of the patrons to contribute much besides their tax 
for the purpose of building and furnishing. 

By experience, [ have become thoroughly convinced that the 
success of a County Superintendent in his efforts to have good 
houses built and furnished, and to advance the cause of edu- 
cation generally, depends principally upon the amount of in- 
terest he succeeds in awakening among patrons. When parents 
become fully awakened to a sense of their duties and responsi- 
bilities in regard to the education of their children, they will 
strive for the good school-houses and good teachers. 

Then, and not until then, will the common schools really be 
a success.

We are still progressing in the ‘‘State of Pike.’’ I came into 
ofhce August 13, 1894, and found the schools in good working 
order. : 

During the fall of 1894, I condemned nearly all of the school 
furniture in the county, and ordered it replaced in accordance 
with section 78, of the new law. Several districts have been 
furnished as required, and almost all the others are taking steps 
ward (¢ uraishing. I also condemned several school-houses 


w 
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and ordered new ones built. Six new ones, all frame, are now 
complete, and several others are in process of building. 

Have visited eighty schools this year, and find increased 
interest manifected everywhere. The moral and intellectual 
efficiency of the teachers of the county as a class, has increased 
at least twenty-five per cent. in the last two years. This ac- 
counts, I think, for the increased interest on the part of the 
patrons, they being no longer disappointed as to educational 
results. The quickest and surest way to elevate the schools is 
to elevate the teacher. 

While a majority of our trustees are worthy men, a great 
many may yet, directly or indirectly, sell out the schools or 
hire the teachers through favoritism. 

We had a very successful Institute this year, conducted by 
Profs. P. Clay and T. J. Kendrick. We had by far the most 
intelligent talks by teachers ever before given in our County 
Institutes. A great deal of this is conceded to have been due 
to the Kentucky State Reading Circle. The minds of the 
teachers had been waked up. 

In general the outlook is encouraging, and we hcpe to accom- 
plish a great deal within the next few years.

I have little to add to what my statistical report shows. Our 
schools are running smoothly along, and, I think, accomplish- 
ing fair results. Our people are more interested and more 
tractable under taxation for school improvements than ever be- 
fore. ; 

Nearly all our houses are in good condition and furnished 
with modern desks and seats, and more than half of them with 
maps, charts, etc. 

The standard of teachers is being very much improved, due, 
in my opinion, to the improved examination tests submitted by 
the State Board of Examiners, and to the Reading Circle work. 
The average attendance, when compared with census enrollment, 
seems discouraging, but even that is more apparent than real, 
as I believe the school age limit should be lowered to eighteen 
years. 

On the whole, the condition of the schools in Scott is en- 
couraging, and we are working on hopefully and earnestly, 
though quietly.

The schools of Shelby county, while not showing as rapid 
improvement as the friends of education would desire, still 
show a healthy growth in the right direction. . Public sentiment, 
without which nothing permanent can be done, is becoming 
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gradually awakened to the needs of better school facilities, and 
in response to this, we may look for a continued improvement 
in houses, teachers and attendance. 

Our houses are much better, and nearly all are well furnished, 
and the teaching force is very much improved. The grading 
done by the County Board of Examiners, is so much closer that 
a second-class certificate means almost as much as a first-class 
one a few years ago. | 

There seems to me to be two things that are especially needed 
for the improvement of cur school system. The first is local 
taxation for the better payment of teachers and for lengthening 
the school term, the second, a change in our trustee system. 

One trustee for each school would be better than our present 
system, and perhaps one for each magisterial district with all 
the trustees from the county composing a board for the employ- 
ment of teachers and for the final settlement of disputed ques- 
tions in school matters.

Although Simpson county is quite small in area, yet we feel 
that we are getting to be ‘‘large’’ in school interest. Up toa 
few years ago Simpson, like many other courties, was below 
par in school matters; but under more exacting school laws, 
better facilities, and a few enthusiastic workers, we are now 
rapidly moving toward the front rank. Nearly all our school- 
houses are in good condition, except those for colored pupils, 
and we note that they are taking steps to have better ones. 

Our trustees are not as yet fully aware of the possibilities 
before us, but they are waking up to better activities and toa 
quicker sense of their duties and responsibilities. We have 
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endeavored to elevate the standard in our examinations of 
teachers, and this has had a good effect. 

We have just closed one of the best Teachers’ Institutes that 
has been held here for many years. -We had good attendance 
the whole time, and our teachers seemed to take more interest 
than usual. I feel that they go away with clearer and better 
views of their high calling. 

We have enrolled about fifty teachers in our Reaatie Circle, 
and expect to have as members, before October 1st, 1895, at 
least 95 per cent. of all the teachers in the county. 

May we be allowed to say, in closing, that a great deal of this 
improvement in educational affairs is due to the energetic ad- 
ministration of our Superintendent of Public Instruction and 
his co-laborers ?

Since my last report there has been considerable improvement 
in the way of building, repairing and furnishing. Not all the 
schools: are furnished with maps, charts and globes, but 1 think 
when the people are brought to realize how indispensable they 
are in the work of the school-room, they will be more willing to 
spend a few dollars in the purchase of the apparatus. Those 
who have been employed where they have the supplies, say 
they can not teach successfully without them. 

Our colored. people are gradually advancing along the line 
of education, but they have a great deal to contend with on 
account of poverty. I try to give them every encouragement, 
and urge upon them the importance of regular attendance. I 
still favor a compulsory law, for the benefit of those children 
whose parents are so indifferent and negligent that they will 
not take advantage of what the State has so generously pro- 
vided for them.

Our houses are nearly all in good condition. In a few dis- 
tricts we have poor houses, and the people are not able to build; 
at least, I have not been able to convince them that they are. 

Our seating capacity is ample, unless our Legislature sees fit 
to give us a ‘‘Compulsory School Law,”’ which I would heartily 
endorse. 

Our census report shows about 3,700 pupils (white and col- 
ored), out of which we only had an average attendance of forty 
per cent. Still I think this an increase over last year. And 
this year the teachers have been offered special inducements to 
raise the average. 

We have an able corps of teachers this time. The only thing 
we need now is more professional teachers. Too many are 
making the public schools a stepping-stone to something 
else. Trustees should be very careful in selecting teachers. 
Our best schools are those taught by persons who make teaching 
a profession. 

About twenty of our houses were repaired during the year, 
and about half the districts bought charts, maps, etc., so nearly 
all districts were in debt during the year. We have trouble 
getting treasurers under the law of 1893, and hope that the 
next Legislature will give us a remedy.

I visited most of the schools of my county. I find the effi- 
ciency of the schools much improved, and they are getting bet- 
ter equipped each year in the way of better school-houses and 
school furniture, and I find also, on closer intimacy with pa- 
rents, that there isa continued and growing interest in the 
cause of education. I find also that the teachers, as a rule, are 
improving, and that many of the older teachers are giving up 
the vocation to give place to the younger teachers, better 
equipped, and who better voice the progress of events and who 
can better keep step with the music of to-day; and by way of 
encouragement, if it is so considered, to our Todd county teach- 
ers, permit me to say that both the Democratic and Republican 
parties gave their nomination for the Legislature to teachers in 
-our common schools, A. 8S. Johnson being the Democratic nomi- 
nee, and Walker Wilkins for the Republicans, and in their 
joint canvass, each nominee is satisfying his party. I will add, 
also, that three of our teachers this year held State certificates, 
and that one of these has the best average of any in the State. 
Our great drawback is the want of attendance, and while the 
attendance is better than last year, it is nothing to boast of. I 
find that of applicants for county certificates, we have many 
more rejections than in former years, and all teachers who con- 
template applying for certificates in the future, no matter how 
remotely, had better be up and doing or they will fail. A word 
to the wise is sufficient. I hope to stir them up, for we know 
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how humiliating ’tis to those who have held first-class certifi- 
cate to get one of lower grade, or worse, still, to be rejected 
entirely. I pledge myself to do all in my power to promote 
the great cause in which we are all so much interested.

It must be a pleasing reflection to the present State Superin- 
tendent to contrast the condition of the Common Schools of 
Kentucky today with that of years that are gone. Under his 
administration the standard of the teachers has been raised, 
the schools better taught, the attendance improved, the erec- 
tion of new, commodious buildings, with all the modern re- 
quirements of the law has increased, and the per capita is more 
than it has been before since the system was organized. All 
of our schools, both white and colored, are in a better condition 
than ever before. These pleasant reflections are, however, 
somewhat impaired when we consider how much remains to be 
done before we can hope to approach even a state of scanty per- 
fection. 

The greatest hindrance to the continued improvement of our 
schools, remain still as heretofore in the inefficiency of our 
present trustee system. There are not a dozen trustees in this 
county, and [am sure we are but little behind the best of our 
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sister counties, who can, or will, make out a decent report to 
his County Superintendent, and I can see but the solitary 
remedy, that of falling back to the one trustee system, and re- 
quiring the Court of Claims to pay him liberally for each day’s. 
service he performs.

The schools of this county are in a very prosperous condition, 
-_ considering what their condition was some years ago. The pro- 
fessional standing of the teachers is higher than it was two 
years ago. They read more professional literature, and do more 
methodical and correct teaching. This, I think, is due to the 
fact that they are paid according to their certificates. For six 
years the teachers of this county have met and held regularly, 
their Teachers’ Association, which has had its influence in creat- 
ing a much better public school sentiment. The people are now 
demanding good schools. During the past year, five of the 
school-houses in the county have been repaired and enlarged, 
and allthe houses are substantial and comfortable. The furni- 
ture, without any exception is good, and most of the districts 
in the county have procured maps, charts, globes, etc. 

The number of pupils enrolled this year is larger than it has 
ever been, and the attendance, so far, has exceeded that of last 
year by at least ten per cent. One of the changes that I most 
desire to see made, is that of the present trustee system. I 
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think that three trustees for each magisterial precinct sufficient,. 
and they shall be paid for the service they actually render, they, 
after consulting the County Superintendent, should employ alb 
the teachers for their respective districts.

There is a steadily growing interest in the schools. The 
amendments to school law, the Institutes, the Associations and 
professional reading, have done much good. The patrons, 
especially the property owners, are just beginning to realize 
that a comfortable school-house, well furnished, is a profitable in- 
vestment. Fifty-seven of our sixty-five white schools have 
houses in good condition, and furnished with patent desks. 
We have been collecting taxes in about twenty districts each 
year for building and repairing, and are now turning attention 
to water in each district. Our schools are not yet generally 
supplied with globes, maps, etc., but we have been spared the 
imposition that has been practiced in many counties. Our trus- 
tees are our best citizens, and they are generally willing to be 
taxed for any improvement, but they are too industrious, and 
have too much confidence in teachers to devote time and labor 
to the schools. 

1 think the trustee system might be improved. We have not 
been able to induce any one to accept the office of treasurer in 
many districts. The sheriff collects our school taxes in a ma- 
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jority of the districts, which gives fentire satisfaction, except 
districts do not get the money as soon as they need it. Iam 
inclined to think the sheriff should collect all school taxes at a 
compensation of six per cent. I think some county taxation 
for schoo] purposes would increase interest. 

We have a Teachers’ Association in each magisterial district.

I visited all the schools of the county, and found most of 
them doing good work. Of course, teachers who were furnished 
with good houses, desks, boards, maps, charts, globes, etc., 
were generally doing the best work. 

All white districts will, in a short time, have good houses and 
desks. The late law concerning teachers’ certificates, is stimu- 
lating every teacher that thinks of continuing in the profession 
to prepare for a first-class certificate. The Normal School here 
had a great many teachers last winter and spring, preparing for 
examination. Third-class districts do not want third-class 
teachers, but trustees will sometimes employ relatives, and 
frequently the teacher is incompetent. 

Our institutes were the most interesting and profitable ever 
held in the county. 

We believe that the Chairman of the Board of Trustees should 
be paid a salary. We should have a compulsory educational 
law.

The Institute was better at- 
tended: by the teachers, and m»re interest taken by the people 
generally. There is more interest manifested in the education 
of the children than ever known before, and the demand for 
better teachers is growing all the time. Teachers realize this. 
fact, and are preparing themselves more efficiently. 

Schools were taught in the fifty-seven white school districts. 
and the twelve colored districts. One graded school was organ- 
ized during the year. What we need most is more good graded. 
schools. The school-houses of the county will compare favora- 
bly with those of almost any county in the State. With but 
few exceptions, every district has a good, comfortable building, 
well furnished. A large per cent. of them have patent desks. 

The colored schools are getting along reasonably well—not 
able to -have as comfortable houses as they would like to have 
and ought to have.

Wayne county is in a prosperous condition educationally. 
The increase in attendance is encouraging. Many new houses. 
have been erected, and many old ones have been repaired. The 
people are becoming more particular as to whoare their teachers, 
and are glad to see the law enforced in regard to examinations. 

The attendance at the Institute is better, and a decided im- 
provement in interest in the exercises is manifested by the 
teachers. About one-half are members of the Reading Circle.. 
A large per cent. are subscribers to one or more good journals. 
A lively interest is taken in the Teachers’ Library. A higher 
taste for literature is evidently developing. The County Asso 
ciations are rapidly acquiring the proper spirit. The District 
Library is being agitated. There are many good teachers 
among us, but here, as in every other county, are some sluggards. 
Time and the people alone can remedy this evil. After all that 
has been done, the one great difficulty yet is to be overcome, 
and that is how to get and Keep the children in school. There 
are certain children who most need instructing, that no amount 
of persuasion can hold in the school. There are certain parents 
so indifferent to their children’s welfare, that they are a bane to 
the public schools. Until the two above classes are regenerated, 
the efforts of the best teachers are in vain. ; County Superin- 
tendents may do allin their power, but without a compulsory 
school law, the design of the public school/'system will be de- 
feated.

I have the honor to submit herewith my annual report of the 
schools of Woodford county, for the year ending June 30, 1895. 

While our schools have not attained that point of excellence 
we had hoped to reach, we have made many steps along with 
the educational progress in our grand old Commonwealth. To 
us, the most favorable indication of progress is the absence of 
opposition to the improvement of our school property. All 
our school buildings are comfortable, a few are inviting, many 
are now supplied with the latest improved apparatus. We 
erected three new buildings last year at a cost of twelve hun- 
dred dollars. 

Ninety per cent. of the teachers have had much experience in 
the school-room, and all hold first-class certificates. 

The attendance the past year was more uniform, and appar- 
ently the patrons have an increased interest. Many of the dis- 
tricts augmented the school fund by subscriptions, and extended 
the school term to eight months. 

The trustees give as much time to the duties of their office as 
IT could reasonably expect. The system of trustees should be 


a 
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changed. I would suggest the plan now used in Ohio, have one 
trustee only in each district, pay him a reasonable salary, and 
then we may expect him to find time to attend to the duties of 
his office. If our Legislature will make such changes in the 
school law as you suggest, I feel assured of a remedy for all its 
deficiencies. 

Each colored district had a well qualified teacher. The great- 
est hindrance to good schools for the colored people is a want of 
suitable houses. I cannot meet this difficulty by local taxation. 
They own very little property, and it is almost impossible to 
collect the poll-tax, and to erect buildings by subscription, col- 
lected from a people indifferent to education, is a herculean 
task. The trustee system in the hands of colored men is a 
complete farce. They are ignorant beyond illiteracy, and I 
am led to believe, are guilty, in some instances, of corruption. 
For several years a few of the districts have postponed their 
schools for teachers until January, in order thus to give em- 
ployment for ten months, or for two schools. I have remons- 
trated with them, urged them to begin their schools in the fall, 
but they answered defiantly, they have the legal right to hold 
their school until January. They can assign no good reason 
why they do this. I have madean earnest effort, without avail, 
to find evidence of corruption, but if there is no bribery, I am 
unable to understand why the trustees should postpone the be- 
ginning of their school until January, when they know it is 
contrary to the express wish of many of the patrons. 

I hope our next Legislature will give us a remedy for this 
wrong, by placing the matter of selecting and employing colored | 
teachers in part, in the hands of the County Board, by making 
the County Superintendent chairman, and the trustees and ex- 
aminers a joint board. Even if there is no evidence of corrup- 
tion, it must be, in some instances, a temptation toa poor, igno- 
rant colored man, to have at his disposal $250 for the employ- 
ment of a teacher. 

In closing this, my epistolary report, allow me to thank you 
for the prompt and efficient aid you have so willingly extended 
me in the discharge of my duties, and also to congratulate you 
on the marked improvement in the schools of our State under 
your excellent leadership.
